COPENHAGEN.  June  2 3.— Two- 
thirds  of  the  workmen  in  the 
treat  Berlin  shops  of  the  Prus- 
sian State  Railway*  strut*  yes- 
terday to  enforce  their  demand* 
for  a  nine-hour  day.  according  to 
advices  received  here  today.  The 
men.  who  have  been  compelled  to 
work  eleven  hour*  dally,  declared 
It  waa  Impoaslble  to  continue 
■uch  work  on  Inadequate  food.

ORAND  HEADQUARTERS  OF  THE 
FRENCH  ARMT  IN  FRANCE.  June 
n  (by  the  Associated  Press) — There 
are  signs  on  many  parta  of  the  front 
that  the  Germans  are  either  nervous 
concerning  the  French  intentions  or  are 
preparing  an  offensive. 

A  aeries  of  "feelers"  has  been  carried 
out  by  Field  Marshal  von  Hlndenburg 
at  parlous  points,  principally  around 
ths  Leon  plateau.  One  of  the  chief  of 
these  irms  an  effort  to  out  a  breach  In 
ths  French  line  at  Vauxalllon,  where 
ths  German  "shock"  units  temporarily 
ousted  ths  French  from  a  short  trench 
system  on  ths  slopes  of  Monkey  moun- 
tain, on  which  it  was  important  tbst 
botii  armies  should  possess  observa- 
tories. 

French  counter-attacks  Immediately 
regained  all  ths  ground  lost  except  a 
•Silent  measuring  a  f«w  yards,  in 
which  ths  German  position  Is  most  pre- 
carious. 

On-  this  occsslon  the  German  shock 
troops  advanced  In  thslr  shirt  sleeves, 
Without  packs,  after  a  terrific  bombard- 
ment. In  which  every  yard  of  adjacent 
ground  wss  searched  by  shells.  Ths 
German  shockers,  as  soon  as  thsy  euc- 
needed  In  their  determined  and  courage* 
ous  effort,  turned  over  the  trenches 
thsy  had  gained  to  the  78th  German 
infantry  division,  who,  however,  failed 
to  hold  them  when  called  upon  for  s 
defensive  effort. 

Preach  Firmly  Bstobllsbsd 

The  correspondent  visited  the,  entire 
position  in  this  sector  today,  and  found 
the  French  firmly  established,  while  ths 
Germane  on  the  other  side  of  ths  hill 
wsrs  deprived  of  observatories,  and 
thus  their  artillery  waa  blinded. 

Another  lively  affair  occurred  in  ths 
vicinity  of  Jgont  Carnin.ffe.  wljere  the- 
Germans  and  French  attacked  almost 
simultaneously,  the  former  with  the  ob- 
ject of  recovering  Important  points 
they  had  lest  some  weeks  ago.  and.  ths 
latter  with  the  Intention  of  getting 
freer  elbow  room.  Ah  It  happened,  s 
unit  consisting  of  only  •  3  French  Gren- 
adiers and  portable  machine  guns  occu- 
pied  the  position  coveted   by    the  Ger- 


mans, and  not  only  drove  oft  ths  at- 
tacking forces  but  pursued  them  and 
captured  a  considerable  length  of  Ger- 
man trenches  in  doing  so,  killing  mors 
than  200  Germans. 

On  the  Chemin  des  Dames  also  the 
Germans  launched  yesterday  a  number 
of  attacks,  some  of  which  resulted  In 
most  desperate  engagements.  In  the 
neighborhood -of  La  -Royorov  Farm,  the 
ground  was  covered  with  German  dead, 
while  the  only  success  the  Germans 
achieved  was  to  gain  possession  of  a 
short  section  of  a  French  front  line 
trench.

LONDON,  June  2* — Heavy  attacks  by 
the  Germans  are  continuing  along  ths 
Alsne  front,  with  the  lighting  at  times 
assuming  almost  the  proportions  of  a 
general  engagement.  No  substantial 
successes  have  attended  the  Crown 
Prince's  efforts.  The  latest  bulletins 
from  the  front,  Indeed,  Indicate  the 
lighting  to  be  turning  more,  favorably 
for  the  French,  whose  artillery  Is  prov- 
ing that  It  has  lost  hone  of  Its  effect- 
iveness In  breaking  up  attacks. 

The  Crown  Prince's  primary  purpose 
apparently  Is  to  forestall  the  renewal 
of  the  French  offensive  movement  ex- 
pected In  this  Important  sector,  south- 
west and  south  of  the  fortress  of  L.aon, 
the  German  key  position,  which  would 
be  seriously  menaced  by  any  further 
French  advance.  So  far  General  Pe- 
tain has  lost  none  of  his  commanding 
positions,  while  ths  Germane  have  sac- 
rificed heavily  for  such  small  gains  as 
they  have  been  able   to  effect. 


SAVAGES  PUN 


Obviously  False  Stories  About 
Prisoners  Apparently  In-

COPENHAGEN,  June  J3.— The  Ger- 
man newspapers  today  have  been  fur- 
nished  with  elaborate  material  for 
declaring  that  prisoners  of  wsr  in 
Germany  were  participating  in  a  gigan- 
tic conspiracy  to  interfere  by  sabotsgs 
with  war  work  in  the  Interior,  and  were 
engaged  on  a  large  scale  in  arson,  crop 
destruction  and  attempts  to  injure  ma- 
chinery. \ 

The  papers  were  given  dime  novel  de- 
tails of  the  dispatch  of  materials  for 
arson  in  double-bottomed  jam  pots  and 
of  cigarettes  contslning  disease  germs 
for  infecting  cSttle,  etc

PARIS,  Juns  St.— The  amalgamation 
ef  ths  American  clearing  house,  one  of 
ths  chief  institutions  for  handling  ths 
vsst  supplies  contributed  by  America, 
wlrh  ths  American  Red  Cross  has  been 
decided  upon  by  General  Pershing. 

The  transfer  already  baa  begun  and 
ths  organisation  of  ths  clearing  house 
and  all  Its  assets  Will  be  In  the  hands 
•f  the   Red   Cross   by    September   1. 

Ths  amalgamation  Is  but  one  part  of 
ths  constructive  co-ordlnatlve  work  with 
which  General  Pershing  has  been  busy- 
ing himself  since  his  arrival.  As  one  of 
his  first  tasks  hs  found  it  necessary  to 
combine,  centralise  and  subordinate  to 
one  authority  the  numerous  missions  of 
a  military  character  that  has  arrived 
at  one  tlms  or  another,  dffhls  has  been 
going  on    for   a   full    Week. 

Another  tssk  which  the  Americans  are 
facing  is  the  elimination  here  and  in 
ths  United  States  of  as  much  red  taps 
as  possible,  livery  day  makes  them  feel 
more  and  more  the  necessity  of  as  free 
a  hand  aa  possible,  and  they  are  actu- 
ally en  ths  ground  and  cognizant  of  the 
needs  of  the  situation. 


MOSCOW.  Friday,  -uhn 
American  commission  headed  by  Hon. 
Ellhu  Knot  today,  for  the  first  tlms 
since  their  arrival  In  Russia,  .made  the 
formal  acquaintance  of  tho  representa- 
tives of  the  workmen  end  soldiers. 
Conferences  wsrs  held  with  the  Moscow 
leaders  of  all  ths  political  snd  indus- 
trial factions,  commonly  grouped  under 
the  tsrm  "Proletariat." 

Within  a  few  hours  of  the  arrival  of 
ths  commission  Mr.  Root  had  delivered 
two  stirring  addresses,  ths  flrst  to  ths 
Associated  Committees  of  Moscow,  and 
ths  second  to  the  '  municipal  duma, 
which  gathered  in  special  session  to 
greet  the  Amerlcsns.  In  both  meetings 
Mr.  Root  wss  warmly  received,  and  'his 
repeated  declarations  that  America  had 
faith  in  RasslA's  abHity  and  determina- 
tion to  wage  to  the  end  the  war  of 
democracy  against  German  militarism 
brought  sn  immediate  response  from 
all  the  factions  represented,  to  the 
effect  that  Russia  would  not  lay  down 
her  arms  whils  German  autocracy  or 
any  othsr  obstacle  Imperilled  ths  con- 
tinued ezlstencs  and  safety  of  the 
newly-won  free'dom  of  ths  Russian 
people. 


PETROGRAD.  June  23.— The  special 
commission  drafting  a  bill  dealing  with 
the  elections  to  the  constituent  assem- 
bly has  limited  the  number  of  deputies 
tu  100,  equivalent  to  one  for  every 
200,000    inhabitants. 

Each  of  the  Provinces  will  constitute 
an  electoral  division,  and  each  of  the 
Provinces  will  have  a  maximum  of  five 
deputies.  Petrograd  and  Moscow  will 
form  special  electorates. 

The  group  of  anarchists  who  were  en- 
trenched in  the  country  house  of  Gen- 
eral Durnovo,  In  a  suburb  of  Vlborg,  to- 
day. Informed  newspaper  correspond- 
ents that  they  are  backed  by  6,000  fully 
armed  men,  known  as  "The  People's 
Militia,"  and  several  machine  gun  com- 
panies. 

The  anarchists,  who  were  ordered  by 
Minister  of  Justice  Perevetseff  to  evacu- 
ate the  house  which  they  had  seised, 
said  that  they  also  counted  upon  the 
active  support  of  several  Infantry 
units.  It  was  reported  tonight  that  ths 
maximalists  are  organising  an  armed 
anti-Government  street  demonstration 
to   be   held   in    Petrograd    tomorrow.

GRAND  HEADQUARTERS  OK  THE 
FRENCH  ARMY  IN  FRANCE.  June  ». 
Friday  (by  the  Associated  Press).— Ths 
Intensity  of  ths  airmen's  activity  on  the 
French  front  is  indicated  in  the  week's 
record  of  the  American  Lafayette 
squadrllla   from  Juno  10  to   Id, 

Fifty-four  of  their  airplanes  pa- 
trolled over  tMs  German  lines  and 
fought  nine  sir  battles,  of  which  Adju- 
tant Raoul  Lufbery.  Edwin  Parson* 
and  Hergt.  Robert  Seebrren  each  fought 
two,  and  Stephen  Blgatew,  Sergt.  Wal- 
ter Lowell  and  Thomas  Hewett  each 
fought  one. 

Adjutant  Lufbery  brought  down  one 
or  his  opponents,  scoring  his  teeth  v|c- 
tlmo,  while  two  other  German  maehi 


Perhaps  the  most  dramatic  snd  slg- 
nlncsnt  episode  of  the  day  occurred 
when  a  common  soldier,  who  la  presi- 
dent of  ths  Moscow  soldiers'  deputies 
in  the  municipal  duma,  rose  in  rssponse 
to  Mr.  Root's  sppeal  to  Russia,  and  In 
ringing  tones  said  they  would  do  their 
duty.

PETROGRAD,  June  SI.— The,  Wsr

and  surrounding  the  approaching  Ger- 
mans showered  hand  grenades  upon 
them.  In  the  bayonet  fighting  that  fol- 
lowed some  Germans  were  killed.  Owing 
to  the  approach  of  German  reinforce- 
ments, however,  our  scouts  returned  to 
their  own  trenches.  On  ths  rest  of  ths 
front  fusilades  became  more  Intense  in 
tbe  region  of  Krevo.

London  Times  o/i  Situation  in

LONDON,  June  St.— The  Times,  in  en 
article  under  the  heeding  "The  Ordeal 
of  Canada,"  defends  the  position  of  the 
government  of  Sir  Robert  Borden  on 
the  mHltry  service  set,  now  being  de- 
bated in  parliament     The  Times  says: 

"Nothlng  but.  sympathy  can  be  felt 
for  Canada  In  the  ordeal  through  which 
ahc  Is  passing.  Tha  conscription  bill  has 
revealed  a  deep,  division  of  opinion  in 
the  Dominion.  We  have  not  tha  slight- 
eat  doubt  that  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  pas- 
sionately believes  everything  he  says 
against  the  conscription  hill,  but  un- 
happily tor  him,  war  has  a  way  ef  rid- 
ing roughshod  over  the  most  respectable

"Blr  Robert  Borden  end  hla  colleagues 
had  not  all  along  wanted  conscription. 
They  resisted  it  as  long  es  they  could, 
but  nt  Inst  they  ere  convinced  that  there 
Is  no  other  wey  of  keeping  up  the 
proper  supply  of  men  for  the  Canadian 
army  in  the  Held.

It  is  evident  that 
considerable  alarm  was  created  in  the 
ranks  of  antl-conscriptionlsts  by  Mr. 
Oauthler's  martial  declaration,  and  he 
was  urged  to  Issue  the  explanatory 
statement." 

The  Gazette's  correspondent  says  the 
speeches  of  Hugh  Guthrie,  )■*.  F.  Par- 
dee, George  McCraney,  Oeorge  P.  Gra- 
ham, K.  W.  Nesbltt  and  W.  A.  Buchan- 
an, "of  Sir  Wilfrid's  following,"  are  ex- 
pected to  bring  "some  wavering  col- 
leagues into  line  in  favor  of  compul- 
sory service." 

"It  is  doubtful,"  the  correspondent 
sgya,  "if  Sir  Wilfrid  will  have  a  prom- 
inent supporter  west  of  Ottawa  with 
him  on  the  division  except  Hon.  Chas.

NEW  YORK,  June  M.— Under  the 
heading  "Canadians  Threaten  Rebel- 
lion." The  Mew  York  Tlmea  prints  the 
folio  wins;  editorial: 

"That  our  own  pacifists  would  ever 
have  a  chance  to  shine  by  comparison 
with  anybody  anywhere  could  not  have 
been  reasonably  expected,  but  evidently 
it  is  not  only  the  brave  whom  fortune 
deigns  to  favor.  Nothing  yet  done  in 
this  country  by  the  advocate*  of  peace 
at  any  painless  price  has  been  as  try- 
ing to  the  patience  of  normally  patri- 
otic people  as  are  the  threats  of  the 
Canadian  antl-conscrlptlonlsts  to  rise  in 
armed  rebellion  against  the  government 
if  It  attempts  to  make  them  flght  for 
its  preservaUon  and  existence. 

"That  is  not  the. reason,  probably,  in 
the  strict  and  legal  sense  of  that  term, 
but  it  Is'  sedition  of  the  very  worst 
kind,  and  the  penalty  for  carrying  such 
threats  into  execution  is  death. 

"Perhaps  the  seeming  superiority  of 
our  pacifists  over  those  astonishing 
subjects  of  the  British  King  is  due 
merely  to  the  unconquerable  antagon- 
ism of  the  former  to  anything  that 
gives  or  may  give  physical  pain.  They 
draw  the  line  of  endurance  juet  beyond 
the  scorn  of.  their  neighbors,  for  that, 
although  intolerable  to  others,  they  en- 
dure with  a  sternly  beaming  composure 
and  credit  to  themselves  for  that  con- 
venient abstraction,  moral  courage. 
Thus  do  they  rationalise  or  sublimate 
their  fears  Into  something  they  can 
bear  to  name  to  themselves.  The  pro- 
cess is  a  familiar  one  to  modern  psych- 
iatrists, and  it  is  a  device  so  common 
that  they  are  never  surprised  by  it 

"The  Canadian  anti-conscripUonlsts 
are  different,  and  much  more  dangerous 
to  their  country.  They  are  ready 
enough  for  war,  provided  it  be  for  a 
cause  of  their  own  choosing  and 
approval.  Apparently  war  against  Ger- 
many is  not  of  that  sort,  or  possibly 
it  is  in  a  war  to  save,  among  several 
other  nations,  France  and  Oreat  Brit- 
ain, from  eubjugatton  and  destruction 
that  they  object  to  risk  their  lives.  At 
any  rate  that  is  the  war  in  which  they 
win  neither  volunteer  nor  be  conscript- 
ed, though  they  profess  a  willingness 
to  fight  and  die  rather  than  go  into  it." 


Shows  Cost  of  Australian  'Meat 
Laid  Down  in  London  and 
Exorbitant  Prices  Charged 
to  Consumers 


LONDON,  June  28. — On  the  subject 
of  profiteering,  which  Is  now  before  the 
Food  Controller,  who  is  expected  to 
take  drastlo  action,  Lord  Inchcape, 
chairman  of  the  Peninsular  and  Orien- 
tal Company,  writes  a  caustlo  letter  to 
The  Tlmea. 

"I  have  an  Interest  in  pastural  lands 
and  meat  work*  In  Australia,  and  am 
a  director  of  a  company,"  he  says.  "I 
have  interests  in  certain  steamer* 
which  bring  frozen  meat  from  Aus- 
tralia to  this  country.  I  am  chairman 
of  the  company  which  owns  the  steam- 
ers. My  statements  are  baaed  on  inside 
knowledge  and  are  accurate. 

"Meat  1*  sold  in  Australia  to  the 
British  Government  at  the  following 
prices,  free  on  board:  Beef,  4  7-8d 
(about  10  cent*)  a  pound;  mutton  S  1-Sd 
(about  11  cents)  a  pound.  Shipowners 
agreed  to  carry  froaen  meat  to  this 
country  at  practically  pre-war  rate*. 
The  freight  1**  Id  a  pound.  If  the 
freight  la  added  to  the  free-on-board 
price  of  meat,  with  two  months*  in- 
terest and  cost  of  marine  and  war  risk* 
Insurance,  it  I*  delivered  at  the  quay 
In  London  at  the  following  price*: 
Beef,  •  3->Sd  per  pound;  mutton,  6  5-8d 
per  pound.  Theae  fact*  may  be  of  in- 
terest in  view  of  the  price*  at  which 
meat  1*  being  sold  in  this  country.  Now 
certainly  neither  the  Australian  farmer, 
the  proprietor  ef  meat  work*  in  Aus- 
tralia nor  the  shipowner  can  be  aald  to 
cm  a  profiteer. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  retail  meat 
price*  are  at  the  loweet  from  three  to 
four  time*  the  price*  mentioned,  public 
indignation  apparently  1*  not  ill- 
founded."

In   pre-war  daye,   to   pride 
themaelvea   on     their     proaperlty     bad 
been  sinking  Into  a  alougb  of  materlal- 
tam  in  which  tbe  accumulation  of  money 
had  come  to  be  regarded  ha  the  eum  of 
human  happiness.  In  addition  to  searcb- 
tng  after  bow  way*  to  aalvation  we  were 
drifting  farther  and  farther  away  from 
all  that  makes  for  true  greatneea  In  a 
people,    and   at   a    tlnie  ^when    material 
development  called  for  a  spiritual  and 
Intellectual    effort    to   keep    pace     with 
worldly       progreaa.    '    Perhapa       these 
causes  were  thoaa  which  have  brought 
ua  face  to  face  with  the  realisation  that 
the  road  of  materialism  we  hava  been 
traveling  is  paved  with  ware  and  revo- 
lutions. •  Tbe  progress   we  make  while 
forgetting   God  .oarrlea   with    It   a   ter- 
rible  retribution. 

Before  the  war  aelnshness  waa  one  of 
the  .crying  evils  of  the  times.  It  waa 
sapping  the  spiritual  strength  of  peo- 
ples, leading  ue  to  llaten  to  false 
prophets  who  appealed  to  tbe  credulity 


They  are  learning  to  the  Ootheemaae 
of  Europe  the  blessings  of  peace.  Thoaa 
af  aa  whe  remain  at  boom  only  realise 
these  to  aa  exotic  way.  The  duty  that 
devolves  on  the  non-nghtera  is  to  In- 
culcate a  aplrit  of  brotherhood  whioh 
will  make  all  future  wars  Impossible, 
and  to  do  thto  there  mua*  be  la  civil 
pursuits  the  same  aplrit  of  sacrifice  that 
to  found  la  tbe  trenches.  That  aplrit 
caa  ooly  bo  attained  through  the  me- 
dium of  true  Christianity,  which  will 
teach  ua  '  to  "do  unto  others  aa  we 
wonld  they  should  do  unto  us."

To  how  many  of  us  who  call  our- 
aelvea  Canadians  does  Canada  stand  for 
anything  outside  eof  our  owa  town  or 
city  or  at  most  the  Province  In  which 
that  town  or  city  to  situated?  How 
many  of  ua  visualise  thto  oountry  of 
ours  merely  as  a  vast  area  of  land, 
sparsely  dotted  with  cities,  containing 
some  large  rivers,  lakes,  and  mountain 
chains,  aad  surrounded  by  a  few  oceans 
and  tbe  United  States?  Are  there  very 
many  among  us  who  can  grasp  tbe 
thought  of  geographical  Canada  aa  a 
whole?  Are  we  able  to  realise,  or  do 
we  ever  try  to  realise  the  extent,  tbe  di- 
versity., the  potentialities  of  this  great 
Dominion  In  a  thought,  from  Cape  Bret- 
on Island  farthest*  east,  to  Vancouver 
Taland  farthest  west,  and  Herschel  Isl- 
and fartbeet  north? 

Or  In  regard*  to'  our  political  Interests, 
do  many  of  us  look  beyond  the  petty 
politics  of  our  own  little  community? 
Have  the  problems  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  for  Instance,  any  Interest  for 
us,  or  are  they,  ao  far  as  we  are  con* 
ccmed,  dead  Issues  because,  we  cannot 
sea  where  they  affect  ue?  Do  we  ever 
take  the  time  to  glance  back  over  the 
political  conditions  of  the  past,  and 
And  out  a  little. about  the  acts  that  are 
embodledj  In  our  constitution,  or  the 
convictions  that  swayed  the  minds  of 
the  men  who  framed  It? 

While  there  are  many  exceptions  to 
tbe  rule.  It'  Is  a  regrettable  fact,  never- 
theless, that  the  majority  of  us  do  not 
let  tbe  Idea  of  a  larger  Canada  enter 
Into  our  conception  of  things  at  all* 
Ws  live  In  one  of  tbe  largest,  richest 
and  moat  beautiful  countries  In  the 
world,  but  few  of  us  toko  time  to  think 
about  it.  because  all  we  see  of  It  If 
the  street  through  whloh  the  tram  car 
takes  us  to  the  office  In.  the  morning; 
and  all  the  vital  questions  which  con- 
cern the  Dominion  aa  a  whole,  are  nar- 
rowed down  through  our  restricted  and 


idea  was  considered  seriously  by  many 
of   tbe    repreaehtatlve   mea   of   Canada. 
The    French    Canadians    are    Just    aa 
patriotic   today  as  they  were   then,  but 
they  have  not  yet  had  It  sufficiently  Im- 
pressed  upon  them  that   their   Interests 
and  tbe  Interests  of  tho  root  of  Canada 
are  Identical.     Tbe  majority  of  Freach 
Canadians    are    a    fine      typo,      splendid 
home-makers,   thrifty,   hardy,  and  capa- 
ble. Intensely  religious,  and  showing  an 
almost  childlike  simplicity  to  those  who 
have  wen    their   confidence.     The   trou- 
ble in  Quebec 'Today  Is  the  fact  that  this 
confidence  haa  been  placed  In  the  hands 
of  those  who  do  not  represent  the  ideals 
of    tbe    French    men    In   Canada   at   all, 
hut   merely   pretend    to   do   so   for    the 
time  being,  to  make  political  capital  for 
themaelvea. 

Possibly  out  of  the  preaent  unhappy 
conditions  which  exist  may  arlae  a  bet- 
ter understanding  between  the  two 
great  races  who  love  Canada,  and  have 
worked  for  her  welfare  and  progreaa 
since  the  beglnntog  of  her  history.  Per- 
haps,   when    we    understand    that    It    to 


due  In  a  large  measure  to  our  own  nar- 
rowness and  intolerance  that  every  man. 
woman  and  child  In  the  country  Is  not 
united  upon  all  vital  issues.  It  will 
prove  the  first  etep,  and  a  long  one,  to 
the  relegating  of  pettiness  into  oblivion 
and  the  dawning  of  a  better  and  a 
brighter  day  for  the  _Do minion.

Of  all  times  In  the  history  of  the  Do- 
minion It  was  never  more  necessary 
than  It  Is  today  to  nationalise  our  alms 
and  our  Ideals.  ll  haa  taken  the  war  to 
awaken  us  to  the  fact  of  our  own  pro- 
vincialism, and  the  necessity  for  a 
broader  conception  of  patriotism,  a 
conception  which  embraces  not  only  the 
Immediate  needs  In  our  own  coummun- 
Ity  but  tbe  problems  of  every  com- 
munity of  the  Dominion  ao  far  as  they 
affect  that  Dominion  as  a  whole. 

When  one  has  travelled  through  the 
different  Provinces  of  Canada  aad  with 
discerning      and      discriminating        eyes 
studied    those    Provinces    end    their    In- 
habitants,  It  Is  an  easy  matter  to  ar- 
rive at  a   true  appreciation  of  what  O 
variety  of  people   go  to  make  up   tbe 
comparatively   email    population   of   the 
Dominion.      Without      this      realisation 
and    appreciation.    It   Is   hopeless   to   try 
and   deal   with   Canadians  as   a   whole.

We  hope  labor    egitators  In     Canada 
will  take  this  lesson  to  heart.     If  they 
proceed    on    the   course   on    which    they 
have  embarked   In   the   matter  on   con- 
scription,   they   are   laying   the    founda- 
tions  of  defeat  In  any  of  their  political 
attlvitlee  -of  the  future.     The  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  soldiers  who  will  come 
to  Canada  after  the  war  cannot  forget 
those  who  in  eny  way  or  form  handl. 
capped  tha  oountry  In  carrying  out  Ita 
part   in   the  war.

In  the  future,  but  those  who  put  for- 
ward the  plea  that  the  acquisition     of 
money   ebould    take    precedence    to    the 
acquisition  of  men  are  almply  burking 
the    Issue    and    seeking    ea    excuse    for 
their  unwillingness   to  carry  out   theli 
obligations    to    those    who    are    risking 
their  all  on  the  battlefield. 

The  manner  In  which  the  soldiers  of 
Australia  voted  shows  that  they  reallas 
who  ars  their  friends.

Word  was  received  by  cable  yesterday 
that  Major  Frank  C.  Wolfenden,  former- 
ly of  Victoria,  has  died  In  England,  the 
Immediate  cause  of  death  being  pneu- 
monia. 

Major  Wolfenden  was  the  eldest  son 
of  the  late  Colonel  Wolfenden  and  was 
originally  attached  to  the  172nd  ^Regi- 
ment, of  Kamloops,  but  Just  prior  to  its 
departure  for  Europe  he  was  taken  111 
and  had  to  undergo  an  operation.  After 
his  recovery  he  got  as  far  east  as 
Ottawa  and  he  offered  to  reduce  himself 
In  rank  In  order  to  rejoin  his  regiment; 
but  instead  he  waa  asked  to  return  to 
Kamloops  to  recruit  a  forestry  bat- 
talion. This  he  soon  accomplished,  and 
the  unit  left  for  overseas  about  a  month 
ago,  so  he  could  not  have  been  m  Eng- 
land many  days  before  death  took  place. 

Although  born  In  New  Westminster 
39  years  ago,  Major  Wolfenden  came  to 
Victoria  with  his  parents  when  only  a 
year  old  and  he  received  all  his  educa- 
tion In  this  city.

Victoria,  Mr.  Sanford  Brans,  of  Winni- 
peg, and  Mr.  James,  of  Toronto. 

It  la  believed  that  the  application  of 
the  canners  and  fishermen  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  commission  was  the  re- 
sult of  the  announcement  made  by  the 
department  of  fisheries  at  Ottawa  sev- 
eral months  ago  of  a  number  of  sweep- 
ins  and  radical  changes  In  the  regula- 
tions governing  the  taking  of  flsh  In 
northern  watera. 

Certain  powers  were  given  to  the  can- 
ners for  the  supplying  of  fishing  craft, 
and  limitations  were  placed  upon  the 
number  of  independent  boats  to  operate 
in  any  stretch  ot  water,  by  the  Royal 
Commission  of  1909  and  1910.  These 
have  since  been  modified  from  time  to 
time,  until  it  Is  now  proposed  to  lift 
the  restrictions  snd  allow  of  the  oper- 
ation of  motor  boats,  besides  greatly 
curtail  the  powers  of  the  canners  In 
supplying  boats  of  their  own. 

The  present  situation.  It  is  said.  Is 
proving  most  unsatisfactory  to  both  the 
canners  and  the  fishermen,  the  former 
contending  that,  if  their  powers  sre  cur- 
tailed to  the  point  proposed,  sufficient 
boats  Will  not  be  available  to  supply 
tho  demand,  while  the  fishers  them- 
selves are  strongly  uppossd  to  opening 
the  way  for  more  Independent  boats  and 
the  use  of  motor  boats.

her  the  loss  of  her  husband,  Dr.  Wins- 
low  Anderson,  to  whom  she  was  re- 
cently married,  will  read  with  interest 
any  sympathy  tha  following  brief 
eulow/  of  the  deceased  surgeon  from 
the  pen  of  Dr.  E.  H.  Smith,  which  ap- 
pears in  The  Pacific  Medical  Journals 

Dr.  Winslow  Anderson,  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century  editor  of  this  Journal,  waa 
borae  to  hie  last  rest  stay  11.  Or. 
Anderson  waa  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished surgeons  of  bis  day.  Ha  was 
widely  known  and  highly  esteemed  en 
two  continents.  As  an  abdominal  sur- 
geon ha  had  few  equals  and  no  superior. 
Hla  greatness  was  due  to  his  mastery 
of  surgery  in  evsry  detail.  He  was 
one  ef  the  meat  broadly  educated  men 
in  the  profession  of  medicine  in  Amer- 
ica. 

Dr.  Anderson's  philanthropise  were 
many  and  varied.  It  Is  doubtful  If  he 
ever  received  a  fee  for  more  than  half 
the  private  patients  for  whom  ho  cared, 
aside  from  his  work  in  the  San  Fran-* 
clsoe  Hospital.  He  gave  cheerfully  to 
many  a  needy  individual.  The  young 
and  struggling  doctor  bad  ne  better 
friend  among  the  members  of  the  pro- 
fession. Many  an  old  doctor,  feeling 
the  pinch  of  a  poverty-stricken  old  age, 
blessed  Dr.  Andersen  for  his  treat  heart 
and  dpen  band.  *» 

In  Dr.  Anderson's  professional  work, 
rich  and  poor  shared  alike— the  beat 
skill  and  kindest  attention  of  which  h« 
was  capable.  He  did  more  than  any 
man  In  California  to  pave  the  way  for 
women  to  enter  the  profession.  Many 
a  woman  physician  can  testify  to  his 
unfailing  courtesy  and  kindliness  to- 
ward women  In  the  profession. 

As  Surgeon-General  of  California,  Dr. 
Anderson  brought  the  medical  service 
of  the  National  Ouard  of  California  up 
t<»  par  with  any  State  in  the  Union.  His 
wide  travel  and  familiarity  with  mill- 
tary  surgery  of  other  lands  gave  him  a 
cosmopolitan  training  of  great  value. 
He  was  a  great  lover  of  art  and  has 
left  bci» ind  hlro  one  ef  the  Snest  private 
collections  In  the  State. 

These  many  achievements  were 
enough  to  raise  him  to  a  most  enviable 
position  among  msn.  However,  his 
greatest  place  was  in  the  capacity  of 
friend.  He  was  the  most  unswerving 
loyal  friend  an  individual  could  have, 
He  paid  no  heed  to  idle  gossip  concern- 
ing those  he  respected  or  loved.  No 
human  being  ever  forgave  offence  and 
forgot  Injury  more  quickly  than  Wins- 
low  Anderson.  Whatever  enemies  he 
had  were  a  eredlt  to  him  and  enhanced 
him  In  the  estimation  ef  his  friends. 

The  profession  In  America  baa  lost 
one  of  Its  greatest  and  best  members. 
His  friends  have  sustained  an  Irrepar- 
able loss.  There  Is  ne  one  to  nil  his

The  oeto- 
oratton  has  bean  SseJSsd  upon,  follow- 
ing tastructloaa  from  Sir  O sorgo  roster 
to  Ideals— at  Oovornor  Barnard, 
the  Utter,  la  oonjonolloe  with  tha 
vlnelal  Oovernjaeat,  should  make  ar- 
te tha  end  that  Sttlng  cere- 
marking  the  anniversary  he 
hold. 

The  celebration,  which  will  ho  of  a 
patriotic  nature,  will  be  participated  In 
by  the  military  and  naval  forces.  A 
grand  parade  will  inaugurate  the  day'a 
events.  The  naval  and  military  forces 
win  assemble  at  the  new  armoury  at 
9:30  o'clock  on  Monday,  July  3.  on 
which  date  the  anniversary  will  he 
held,  as  July  1  falls  on  Sunday.  The 
parade  will  proceed  by  way  of  Douglas. 
Fort  and  Government  Streets  to  the 
Parliament  Buildings.  It  was  at  first 
suggested  that  the  ceremonies  should 
be  held  at  Beacon  Hill  Park,  hut  it  was 
considered  that,  from  the  standpoint  of 
tha  public.  It  would  ho  better  to  hold 
them  In  front  Of  the  legislative  struc- 
ture, aa  there  tha  oration,  whloh  will 
probably  be  deUvered  by  Sir  Charles 
Hlbbert  Tupper,  K.C.,  and  will  prove  the 
chief  feature  of  tha  celebration,  will  ho 
mora  aaaUy  heard  by  tha  large  throng 
which  will  take  part  In  tha  proceedings.

The  programme,  while  simple  In  Its 
nature,  will  bo  a  most  impressive  one.

Prayer,  recited  by  tha  entire  audience, 
after  which  "O  Canada"  will  ha  aung.

"Next  to  the  queatloa  of  ocean  ton- 
nage comes  aviation.  American  war  of- 
ficials and  a  targe  proportion  of  the 
people  who  have  studied  the  matter  be- 
lieve that  the  war  will  be  won  by  the 
side  that  can  maintain  absolute  su- 
premacy In  the  air.  They  feel  that.  In 
a  strictly  military  senss,  the  United 
states  eannot  do  bettor  at  this  crista 
than '  provide  a  sufficient  number  of 
aeroplanes  to  give  the  Allies  over- 
whelming mastsry.  Firmly  convinced 
of  that,  a  gigantic  appropriation  of 
♦•00,000,000  has  been  granted  for  the 
advancement  of  aviation.  Aa  a  result, 
Industrial  Plants  of  all  kinds  are  mak- 
ing alterations  in  their  facilities  so  as 
to  handle  the  contracts  for  aeroplane 
construction  when  awarded  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  advent  of  war  caused 
thousands  of  people  to  cancel  orders  for 
automobiles.  This  had  the  effect  of 
enaou raging  automobile  factories  to  en- 
tei  the  aeroplane  industry  as  they 
nsver  would  otherwise.  Tpe  new  In- 
dustry la  also  being  shared  by  stee) 
plants,  and  they  have  already  started 
out  to  fulfil  the  nations  huge  construc- 
tion programme,  Aeroplanes  are  to  be 
of  standard  type,  and,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, the  various  T«rts  are  being 
built  at  different  factories  so  as  to 
promote  specialisation.  This  plan  tend* 
tc  increase  output  and  minimise  the 
cost.  The  pilots  will  be  trained  alono 
the  same  lines  aa  the  Canadians  are  at 
Camp   Borden,   Ontario.

It  muat  not  be  thought  that  Lady 
Drummond's  Interest  la  confined  to  the 
soldiers  who  are  ill  or  wounded.  She 
has  learned  that  It  ia  possible  for  a 
man  who  la  quite  fit  to  have  a  hard  time 
In  tha  great  city  If  he  la  Inexperienced 
or  unfortunate.  This  has  led  to  the 
establishment  of  hoatela  In  many  parte 
of  the  city  under  thla  department  of 
the  Rod  Cross. 

Aa  a  rule  the  housea  are  given  or  lent 
by  generous  ownera  for  this  purpose. 
Then  the  fine  old-fashioned  home  le 
transformed  by  the  Red  Cross  Into  a 
hostel.  Bedrooms  are  neatly  furnished 
and  hatha  with  hot  and  cold  water  are 
Installed.  Much  of  the. money  needed 
for  such  purposes  la  furnished  by 
chapters  of  the  I.  O.  D.  E. 

When    the      traveler     arrives    he    ia 


kindly  received  and  finds  supper  and  a 
hot  bath  awaiting  him.  Near  hla  bed 
la  hung  a  dressing  gown  and  bedroom 
slippers  are  placed  beside  it.  In  the 
cheerful,  comfortably  furnished  com- 
mon rooms  are  materials  for  reading 
and  writing,  magaainea  and  hooka  and 
games  of  various  kinds. 

Information  la  sent  of  the  expected 
landing  of  transports  from  Prance  or 
elsewhere  ao  that  accommodation  at 
the  hoatela  may.  be  ready  for  any  who 
do  not  prefer  to  go  to  the  hotels  or  to 
friends. 

Even  yet,  there  are  not  enough  hoa- 
tela, and  no  more  welcome  gift  could 
be  bestowed  on  tbe  Red  Cross  than  one 
of  theae  buildings  or  money  to  pur- 
chase equipment.  In  the  early  daya 
of  the  war  Canadian  men  who  from 
aome  accident  or  mismanagement  found 


In  an  Interesting  article  lately  pub- 
lished. Mr.  John  Galsworthy  speaks  of 
the  effect  of  good  manners  on  Interna- 
tional relations,  in  hla  humorous  way 
ho  deprecates  the  want  of  courtesy 
among  his  own  countrymen.  In  Canada 
It  ia  to  be  feared  we  are  but  too  much 
inclined  to  follow  the  example  of  our 
overseas  kin.  Indeed,  too  often,  we 
ahow  a  neglect  of  the  little  observ- 
ances which  among  people  of  older  civ- 
il ixat  ions  have  become  aecond  nature. 
Perhape  the  hard  work  and  the  lonely 
Uvea  of  the  majority  of  Canadians  have 
tended  to  exaggerate  a  bluntneaa  and 
a  reticence  which  may  easily  pass  for 
rudeness.  Essentially  a  klndhearted 
and  very  hospitable  people,  the  graces 
of  life  have  not  boon  given  among  ua 
their  due  value.  An  amusing  Instance 
of  thla  awkwardness  accurred  lately  In 
a  hospital  In  England. 

A  lady  had  brought  her  motor  car  to 
take  a  patient  whom  she  knew  out  for 
a  drive.  He  waa  not  to  be  found,  and 
the  lady  tunned  to  a  young  Canadian 
alttlng  near  and  told  him  that  ahe 
would  be  glad  to  give  him  the  aeat  ahe 
had  Intended  for  the  other  If  he  would 
coma  She  waa  perplexed  when  the 
young  fellow  answered,  "I  don't  mind." 
A  look  at  hla  face,  however,  assured 
her  that  he  would  be  delighted,  and 
they  were  soon  on  the  road  together. 
A  leas  observant  peraon  might  have 
taken  offence  at  the  apparent  nonchal- 
ance. 

Canadian  mothers  have  It  in  their 
power  to  begin  a  reform  in  manners 
which  is  greatly  needed.  We  would 
all  be  happier  If  we  were  more  ready 
to  show  the  affection  we  feel  for  our 
own  and  to  extend  to  acquaintances 
and  atrangere  those  little  observances 
which  make  intercourse  pleasant 
1  Life  haa  many  trials  for  every  one. 
These  muat  be  borne,  but  it  does  not 
make  the  load  lighter  that  the  cover- 
ing in  which  it  la  encased  is  rough.  The 
little  irritations  like  the  pebbles  in 
the.  shoes  of  the  pilgrim  hinder  most 
of  us  on  our  Journey.  It  la  easy  to 
teach  the  little  child  to  give  expres- 
sion to  the  gratitude  he  feels  or  to  defer 
to  those  who  are  older  or  weaker.  The 
hat  doffed,  the  chair  placed,  the  door 
held  open,  the  "Thank  you,"  or  "Bx- 
cuse  -me,"  the  courteous  salutation, 
these  are  things  which  can  be  learned 
easily  in  childhood.  In  mature  life  the 
habit  of  courtesy  1  la  hard  to  form. 
There  la  as  wide  a  difference  between 
courtesy  and  hypocrisy  aa  there  ia  be- 
tween rudeness  and  honesty.  The 
mother  who  teaches  her  children  to  be 
courteous  is  not  only  making  life  hap- 
pier for  them  and  for  herself,  but  Is 
rendering  a  service  to  the  nation.

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Very  soon  after  the  Canadian  sol- 
diers began  to  land  In  England,  it  be- 
came evident  that  there  should  bs«some 
agency  to  visit  the  sick  among  them 
and  to  let  those  who  loved  them  know 
how  they  were.  It  was  Lady  Drum- 
mond,  of  Montreal,  who  with  a  mother's 
lnetinct  felt  the  loneliness  of  the  boys 
In  a  strange  land  and  sympathized  with 
the  anxiety  of  loved  ones  at  home. 

Very  early  in  the  war  sue,  a  widow, 
loat  her  only  son.  No  one  who  looks 
on  her  face  doubts  for  a  moment  that 
the  Joy  of  life  for  Lady  Drummond 
went  out  when  newa  of  hla  fall  came 
to  her. 

To  thouaanda  of  more  fortunate  wives 
and  mothera  In  Canada,  the  organiza- 
tion this  bereaved  mother  established 
has  sent  comfort,  and  men  from  every 
part  of  the  country  have  reason  to  bless 
the  clear  head  and  kind  heart  of  the 
lady  who  formed  this  department  of 
the  Red  Cross. 

The  Information  Department  is  in 
constant  communication  with  military 
headquarters.  On  forms,  prepared  for 
the  purpose,  are  entered  the  names  of 
all  men  not  fatally  wounded  and  of  the 
hospital  to  which  they  are  to  go.  These 
records  are  sent  to  the  Information 
Department.  Aa  soon  as  possible  visit- 
ors are  sent  out  to  the  hospital  to  learn 
how  the  patient  Is  and  to  ascertain  his 
needs.  This  information  Is  recorded, 
and  this  or  another  visitor  returns  to 
bring  fruit,  comfort  baga,  or  whatever 
elae  seema  most  suitable.  A  letter  Is 
written  to  the  patient's  next  of  kin  un- 
less he  is  able  to  write  himself.  'The 
visits  are  continued  at  abort  Intervals 
till  the  patient  is  convalesoent.  If  he 
moves  to  another  hospital  the  fact  la 
recorded.  When  he  is  allowed  to  go 
out  other  volunteers  bring  motor  cars, 
and  he  Is  driven  about  the  country  or 
to  places  of  amusement.  More  letters 
are  written  If  necessary.  The  visits 
are  paid  twice  a  week  while  the  patient 
Is  in  the  hospital.  , 

One  of  the  kindest  and  most  efficient 
of  Lady  Drummond'a  assistants  Is  Mrs. 
Bolton,  of  Victoria,  wife  of  Rev.  W.  W. 
Bolton,  of  the  University  School.  Those 
who  before  the  war  had  occasion  to 
visit  Miss  Helen  Stewart's  office  In  the 
public  library  may  have  noticed  a  lady 
very  diligently  occupied  at  a  typewriter. 
So  quietly  and  Industriously  was  the 
work  carried  on  that  it  waa  natural  to 
suppose  the  lady  waa  a  member  of  the 
staff.  It  was  not  till  recently  that  one 
such  visitor  learned  that  the  worker  was 
Mrs.  Bolton,  and  that  she  was  engaged 
In  helping  to  instal  tha  card  Index  sys- 
tem of  tiling,  which,  at  the-  time,  was 
being  inaugurated.  A  kind  hearted  de- 
sire to  help  was,  doubtless,  one  motive 
for  this  disinterested  effort.  A  result 
was  a  very  thorough  acquaintance  with 
the  principle*  and  operation  of  the  sys- 
tem. 

•  When  Mrs.  Bolton  arrived  in  England 
and  went  to  help  at  the  Information 
Department  of  the  Red  Cross  she  soon 
saw  that  In  the  office  the  card  system 
would  be  Invaluable.  So,  In  place  of 
listing  the  names  of  authors  and  books, 
the  cards  contain  descriptions  of  men. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed,  however, 
that  Mrs.  Bolton  confined  her  attention 
tm  the  compiling  of  statistics.

If  the 
alck  or  wounded  man  were  within 
reach,  Mrs.  Bolton  not  only  found  time 
to  visit  him,  but  to  write  long  letters 
to  his  mother  or  other  near  relative. 
When  convalescence  came  to  the  man 
who  had  no  relatives  or  friends  In  the 
great  city  Mrs.  Bolton  made  the  time 
one  of  pleasant  memories,  Instead  of 
Intense  loneliness.  In  how  many  In- 
stances such  kindness  was  shown  will 
never  be  known,  and  perhaps  Mrs.  Bol- 
ton   herself   can    scarcely    realise     how

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In?  these  days  when  It  is  hard  to  pro- 
cure cheap  food  mothera  should  know 
that  skimmed  milk  la  delivered  at  tbe 
city  dairies  at  about  11:30  a.m.  The 
price  charged  for  It  is  five  cents  a  gal- 
lon. 'If  taken'  home  and  .scalded  the 
milk  win  keep.  Otherwise  It  win  sour 
quickly,  as '  In  order  to  separate  the 
cream  it  haa  been  raised  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  100  degrees  wntch  Is  not  enough 
to'  make  It  keep.  Where  children  have 
a  mid-day  luncheon,  the  milk  could  be 
used  at  once  either  to  drink  or  for  pud- 
dings. Of  the  high  nutritive  value  of 
sklra   milk   a  solsntlflo   Journal   says: 

Skim  milk  at  4  centa  per  quart  la  a. 
valuable  food  product.  Skim  milk  haa 
.the  full  protein  content  aa  whole  milk. 
Due  to  the  concentration  of  solids,  it 
has  more  milk,  sugar,  casein  and  al- 
bumins. There  Is  no  protein  rtoiue  In 
the  cream.  One  quart  of  skim  milk  has 
the  food  value  of  half  a  pound  of  round 
steak.  Two  quarts  have  a  greater  food 
value, than  a. quart  of  oysters.  A  lunch 
of  ten  ounces  of  bread  and  a  pint  of 
skim  milk,  of  a  total  cost  of  0  cents, 
yields  .09  pounds  of  protein  and  9S6 
calories,' or  nearly  one- third  of  the  dally 
requirement.  A  lK-cent  lunch  compris- 
ing nine  rood  materials — soup,  beef,  po- 
tatoes, turnips,  bread,  butter,  coffee, 
milk,  sugar — yields  not  even  aa  much 
protein  (.06  pound)  and  practically  the 
same  fuel  value  aa  this  pint  of  skim 
milk  and  the  bread. 

The  Unit. a  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture says  in  its  bulletin  on  Milk 
as  Food,  speaking  of  milk  after  the  re- 
moval of  the  cream,  that  "what  Is  left 
has'  all  the  value  of  the  whole  milk 
for  the  building  and  repair  of  tissues, 
for  '  the  making  "  of  muscle  and  bona 
When  these  facts  are  fully  understood, 
skim  milk  will  doubtless  be  most  wise- 
ly utilised.  The  protein  thus  added  to 
the  daily  ration  la  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance." 

Two  quarto  of  aklm  milk  have  080 
calories;  In  other  words,  they  have  a 
greater  food  value  than  neck  of  beef 
(per  pound),  shank,  shoulder,  breast 
of  veal,  leg  or  any  other  part  of  veal; 
greater  than  celery,  beef,  meat  atew  or 
tomato  soups;  greater  than  cod,  hali- 
but, mackerel,  perch,  shad  or  shad  roe, 
salmon,  oysters,  clams,  crabs  or  lob- 
sters; greater  than  lima  beans,  string 
beans,  beets,  cabbage,  celery,  corn,  on- 
ions, parsnips,  shelled  peas,  potatoes, 
rhubarb,  spinach,  squash,  tomatoes; 
greater  than  apples,  bananas,  grapes, 
lemons,  muskmelone,  oranges,  pears, 
strawberries,  watermelons.  There  are 
about  seventy  standard  foods  that  have 
leaa  calories  fuel  value  than  two  quarts 
of  skim  milk. 

And  yet  17,000.000,000  pounds  of  pro- 
tein food  are  thrown  away  or  to  the 
pigs  yearly  because  of  the  popular  Ig- 
norance about  skim  milk.

The    leaders    of 
the    movement    on    the    Mainland    were 
John  Robson.  editor  of  The  Columbian, 
j.    W,    Barnard,    head    of    the    Cariboo 
road    stage   line   and    a    man   of   great 
energy    and      executive      ability,    Hugh 
Nelson,     afterwarda      Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, of  Burrard  Inlet.  J.  A.  Mara.  Kara- 
loops,  J.   S.  Thompson,  a  Cariboo  Jour- 
nallat.  'and   Cornelius    Booth,    who    was 
afterwards    eupervleor    of    the    assess- 
ment rolls  for  the  Province.    At  a  meet- 
ing in  Cariboo  on  July  1st.  IMS,  reso- 
lutions   were      passed     condemning    the 
Government  for  opposing  Confederation 
and   favoring  some  organised  and   sys- 
tematic   mode    of    obtaining    admission 
into  the  Dominion  of  Canada.     At  thla 
meeting   Thompson    in  an   eloquent  and 
effective   speech    moved    the   resolutions. 
wMoh   were   seconded   by   Booth,   famil- 
iarly known  to  hie.  frlende  aa  "Corney." 
Before   the    meeting   adjourned    a    com- 
mittee  of   nvo   was   appointed    to   carry 
out  the  wishes  of  the  meeting. 
The  Tata   Convention 
Ae  the  result  of  concerted  effort,  the 
nest  most  Important  step  In  the  agita- 
tion   wan   the  celebrated    Yale   Conven- 
tion,   whl^ft"  was    held,  on    the    Hth    of 
September,   at    which   a   nomber   of   the 
leading  men  of  the  Province  were  pres- 
ent.

The    Tale 
Convention,    though      much     advertised, 
and    incidentally    much    caricatured   and 
ridiculed,  was  only  attended  by  thlrty- 
flve  persons,  but  It  muat  be  remembered 
that  facilities  of  travel  were  limited  in 
those  days   and  travelling   was   expen- 
sive. 

It  was  reserved  "that  the  proper 
remedy  for  the  present  political  con- 
dition of  the  colony,  and  the  one  that 
recommends  Itself  aa  preferable  to  all 
others — being  In  harmony  with  Imperial 
policy  and  the  legitimate  aspirations 
and  desires  of  tho  people  of  the  Colony 

la  the  Immediate  admlssoln  of  British 

Columbia  Into  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
on  terms  equitable,  expedient,  and  bene- 
Aolal,  simultaneously  with  the  establish- 
ment of  representative  government;  and 
that  whether  admission  Into  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada  shall  occur  or  not,  repre- 
sentative Institutions'  and  responsible 
government  should  be  Inaugurated  forth- 
with In  British  ColumMa."  -The  prin- 
cipal effect  of  the  Convention  was  to 
consolidate  those  In  favor  of  the  union 
with  Canada  and  to  show  that  the  main-

TB#  agitation  for  Confederation,  how- 
ever   did   not   have    much    influence   on 
the  Governor  or  the  Legislature.     At  the 
aesslon  of  the   latter   in   X8«»   the  gov- 
ernment  carried    an    adverse    resolution 
as  follows:     "That     this     council.     Im- 
pressed with   the  conviction  that  under 
existing    circumstances    tho    Confedera- 
tion of   this  Colony   with   the  Dominion 
of  Canada  would  be  undesirable,  even  If 
practicable,    would    urge    His    Majesty* 
government   not   to   take   any    steps    to- 
ward ths  present  consummation  of  such 
union."     Messrs.  Carrall.  Kobaon.  Have- 
lock      Walkem     and     Humphreys,     who 
stated  that  they   had  been   returned   to 
the  legislature  as  Confederatlonlsta,  en- 
tered a  protest  against  the  passage  of 
the  resolution  and  placed  on  record  their 
disapproval  of  the  action  of  the  Govern- 
ment,    As    has    been    stated    previously 
there  was  a  very  large  element  on  the 
inland    of    Vancouver   opposed    to    Con- 
federation, and   the   opposition   Included 
such   very  well  known   men  as  Trutch, 
Pemberton.    O'Hellly.    Cox,    Wood.    Hel- 
mcken, Smith.  Elwyn.  Ker.  Ball,   Spald- 
ing.    Crease.     Drake.     Douglas.      Davie. 
Handera,   and    Ring.      The   official    elas* 
waa  a  unit  against  It.    If  we  understand 
conditions  at  the  time,  their  opposition 
was    quite    natural.     As     a    class     the 
official*    of    British    Columbia    were    a 
splendid  type,  but  they  were  all  British 
born.  and.  wholly  without  knowledge  of 
Eastern    Canada    and    Canadian    people, 
they  were  not  In  sympathy   with   them. 
A  similar   feeling   existed    In    the   Marl- 
time  Provinces  against  Canada  prior  to 
Confederation.     Living  quite  apart  they 
were   strangers    to     each     other.     Then 
again  there  was  a  great  deal  of  feeling 
between  the  British  born  in  Brltlsb^e- 
lumbla  and  Canadians  in  the  colony,  and 
hence  the  former  was  prejudiced  against 
Canada  as  a  whole  on  that  account.    Wo 
all    have  prejudice   against   newcomers. 
Then  again  the  official  class  did  not  de- 
sire any  change  which  would  mean  dis- 
turbance   In    office.      The    high    officials 
were   men  of  standing  In   social   circles 
and  were  extremely  well  paid.     Do  you 
blame  them   from   the   ordinary    human 
point  of  view? 

A.    Changed    Aspect. 
The  scene  was  quickly  changed,  Gov- 
ernor Seymour,  who     strongly     opposed 
Confederation,  had  been  to  England  and 
experienced  a  change  of  heart,  through, 
of    course%   contact    with    the    Imperial 
authorities.     All  through  life  It  largely 
depends  upon  what  the  man  higher  up 
thinks.    In  any  event.  In  June,  1»6»,  he 
died  and  was  succeeded  by  Anthony  Mus- 
gravo,   former   governor    of    Newfound- 
land, andwas  heart  and  soul  with  the 
movement.      Moreover,    he    had    explicit 
instructions  to  use  his  Influence  to  bring 
about  Confederation  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible, and  this  he  proceeded  to  do.     We 
are  told  that  he  "was  admirably  fitted 
for  the  work  of  reconciling  the  opposing 
elements    and    his    efforts    were    easily 
successful."      There    were     two     things 
which  hastsned  on  the  accomplishment. 
Sir   John   Maodonald   was   the  stimulat- 
ing force.     He  was  often  referred  to  by 
bis  political  opponents  as   "old  Tomor- 
row."    Nobody  was  ever  more  maligned 
by    such    a   nickname.     Sir   John   often 
postponed  but  he  never  procrastinated. 
It  was  said  of  Napoleon,  I  think,   that 
he  never  answered  correspondence  inside 
of  six  months,  because  within  that  time 
most  of  It  had  answered  Itself.     Napol- 
eon was  a  man  of  action  and  so  essen- 
tially waa  Sir  John  Macdonald.     When 
he  delayed  It  waa  part  of  policy.    When 
he  wanted  results,  he  was  an  Incessant 
worker    through    every    known    channel. 
He  had  Inside  knowledge  of  what  might 
lead  to  annexation  to  the  United  States, 
and  there  was  more  danger  In  the  situ- 
ation than  people  imagined  then  or  now. 
Again,   at    that   very    time   a   group    of 
capitalists  associated  with  the  Northern 
Pacific  had  planned  to  extend  that  rail- 
way    through     Manitoba   and    through 
tho  Middle  West  and  British   Columbia 
to  and  into  Alaska,  full  details  of  which 
I   read  In  the  Library  at   Ottawa.     Sir 
John    realised    the    danger    of    such    an 
enterprise  in  view  of  the.  long  dreamed 
of  Canadian   transatlantic   railway,   and 
he  lost  no  time  In  the  "rounding  up  of 
Confederation"  in  order  to  forestall  any 
Inroads    from    the    United    States.      The 
best  circumstantial  proof  of  that  is  that 
when  the  delegates  from  British  Colum- 
bia arrived  at  Ottawa,  notwithstanding 
that  a  railway  waa  considered  by  them 
as   out   of    the    question   and    they    had 
been    authorised  .to    ask    simply    for    a 
wagon  road,  much  to  their  surprise  they 
were  met  by  a  fully  matured  proposal 
for  a  railway.    No  wonder  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  rejoiced   at  the  unex- 
pected boon  to  be  conferred  upon  them. 
Another  proof  of     my     statement     Is 
that   as    soon    as   the    Terms    of    Union 
were    arrived    at    the    proposal    of    the 
Americans  was  dropped,     though     they 
tried   to  become   Interested   in   the   Can- 
adian railway.    My  next  article  will  deal 
with  the  final     stages     of     entry     Into 
Confederation.

Residents    of    Oak    Bay    Avenue 
meet  members  of  the  City  Council  next 
Friday  afternoon  to  again  make  efforts 
to  solve  the  entanglement  between  the 
property  owners  and  the  city  over  the 
macadamising   of     the     avenue,   which 
was  declared  to  be  such  a  failure  that 
the  owners  refused  to  allow  themselves 
to  bo  assessed  for  the  work.     Meetings 
between    the   two     parties     have    been 
held   at   regular   lntervala  for  the  last 
couple  of  years,  but  all  settlement  pro- 
posals   have    fallen    through.      In    tho 
meantime    Interest    charges    have    been 
compounding      up.      until        they      now 
amount  to  the  Initial  cost  of  the  work. 
Now  the  road  Is  In  such  a  state  that 
motor    cars      that      traverse    It    suffer 
broken   springs,     and    weak     tires    are 
blown  out.     Dust   swoops  up  from   the 
surface   and   enclouds  houses  and   gar- 
dens.    Three   weeks  ago  a  large  plate 
glass  window  of  a  garage  was  broken 
by  stones  cast  up  by  tho  wheels  of  a 
passing  vehicle. 

For  the  Friday  meeting  City  Engin- 
eer Rust  has  prepared  a  report  dealing 
fully  with  the  whole  situation. 

"The  bylaw  provided  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  for  the  con- 
struction of  sidewalks,  necessary  drain- 
age, sewer  connections,  etc.,  and  for 
the'  construction  of  a  tar  macadam 
roadway,"   reports  the  engineer. 

Reports  were  made  In  May  and  July, 
1909.  The  esstlmated  cost  was  $42.- 
26S.25.  The  actual  ccost  of  the  work, 
which  was  completed  In  1910,  was  $49,- 
599  88  This  does  not  Include  interest, 
which  amounts  to  $20.«94.35.  The  dis- 
count on  sale  of  debentures  amounts  to 
$12,405.82.  or  a  total  of   $82,700.00. 

"The  city's  share  of  the  cost  of  this 
work  was  estimated  at  $16,000,  but  the 
actual  cost  of  the  city's  share  was  $18,- 
203  05,  and  a  bylaw  was  submitted  to 
the  ratepayers  asking  them  to  approve 
of  this  additional  expenditure,  but  the 
bylaw   was  voted   down. 

"The  question  of  resurfacing  this 
utreet  has  been  before  the  streets  com- 
mittee upon  several  occasions,  and  at 
various  times  the  committee  has  met 
the  property  owners,  but  bo  far  no 
.settlement   has  been  arrived  at. 

"The  cost  of  constructing  a  bitullthic 
or  asphaltic  pavement  has  been  esti- 
mated at  about  $82,000.  and  resurfac- 
ing with  tar  macadam  about  $12,000. 
With  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and 
material,  these  estimates  would  prob- 
ably be  exceeded  .it  the  present  time 
by    at   least   16    per   cent. 

"One  of  the  difficulties  In  connection 
with  paving  the  entire  street  has  been 
the  refusal  of  the  B.  C.   Electric   Rail- 


ing   a 

roll   should   be   prepared    to   assess 
cost  of  the  original  work  authorised  by 
city   bylaw   No.   840,   by  an   equal   rate 
per   foot   frontage,   payable   In   ten  an- 
nual   instalments.      Such    assessment, 
however,    waa    not    to    Include    accrued 
bank   interest   on   $20,496.07,  being    the 
amount    spent    In     laying    the   original 
tar  macadam  surface,  but  such  interest 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  revenue 
of  the  city.     One-third  of  the  amount 
of  such  assessment  Is  to  be  borne  by 
the  city  aa  a  whole,  and  two-thirds  by 
the  property  owners.     The  first  Instal- 
ment waa  to  be  paid  on  the  $lst  day 
of   March.     1917,     and   this   agreement 
shall  not  be  binding  until  It  shall  have 
been    executed   by   at   least   three-quar- 
ters of  the  property  owners. 

"The  alternative  propoaltlon  was  that 
the  work  authorised  by  the  city  bylaw 
No.  640  shall  be  dealt  with  aa  a  work 
which  has  been  constructed  or  carried 
out  In  part,  and  that  a  special  assess- 
ment shall  bo  made  accordingly  for  the 
cost  thereof,  exclusive  of  the  sum  of 
$20,495.07,  which  waa  the  amount  spent 
In  tar  macadamising  tho  road,  and  the 
accrued  Interest  on  such  last-mentioned 
sum. 

"The  city  also  undertook,  if  neces- 
sary, to  apply  to  the  legislature  for  a 
special  act  validating  the  agreement. 

"The  following  are  the  detailed 
items  of  the  cost  of  this  work:  Tar 
macadam  and  grading.  $80,389.99;  atde- 
walkd,  $$,«94.7«;  expropriations.  $*.- 
235  66;  sewer  connections.  $617.36;  sur- 
face drains.  $4,421.47;  advertising. 
$290  $0;  interest,  $20,694.35;  discount 
on  sale  of  debentures.  $12,406.82;  total, 
$$2,700.00. 

"If  it  Is  decided  that  the  city  should 
assume  the  cost  of  the  tar  macadam 
surface,  which,  as  previously  men- 
tioned, amounts  to  $20,495.07.  the  city 
in  addition  would  have  to  assume  one- 
third  of  the  balance  of  the  work,  and  a 
proportion  of  the  intereat  and  discount, 
which  would  be,  approximately,  ss  fol- 
lows: Cltys  share.  $60.34$.05:  P"»Oftr 
owners'  share.  $82,861.96;  total,  $82.- 
700.00."

At  the  lecture  given  Thursday  eve- 
ning by  Miss  Helen  Stewart  at  tha 
Empress  Hotel  under  the  auspices  of 
the  French  Red  Cross  Society,  Mr.  T. 
H.  Slater,  district  organiser  for  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  acted  as 
chairman,  and  before  calling  upon  Miss 
Stewart  to  address  the  audience,  made 
a  stirring  appeal  for  unity  In  helping 
on  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross.  Mr. 
Slater  said: 

"I    wish    to    thank    the   ladles   of    the 
French   Red   Cross   for   the   honor   they 
conferred  upon  me  in  asking  me  to  take 
the  chair  here  this  evening.      We     all 
know  what  the  women  are  doing  today 
in  France,  Great  Britain    and     Canada, 
and   we  should  all    know     how     much 
more   there  la  to   do.      France,     proud. 
brave  and  bleeding  from  awful  wounda 
needs     every    woman's    help.    Tubercu- 
losis le  raging    throughout     her     land. 
1,600   of    her    towna   and  Villages    have 
been  raaed  to  the  ground.     Millions  of 
her   people  are   bomeleaa  and  starving, 
deprived   of  even   the    barest     ©overtng 
for    their    bodies.      Approximately    400.- 
000   orphan   children   have   to  he   cared 
for  ae  well   aa  countless  others  whoso 
father  have  been  disabled  or  mutilated 
in  the  war.     In  one  single  district  there 
have  been   $0,000  homes  absolutely   de- 
stroyed. 

"Every  man  In  France  who  Is  fit  Is 
fighting.  The  women  have  taken  their 
places  and  assumed  the  men'a  part  In 
the  field,  the  factories  and  business 
offices,  and  In  consequenece  Franco  I 
forced  to  look  to  other  countates 
their  red  xross  supplies. 

"Ex-President  Roosevelt  stated  In 
Lincoln.  Nebraska,  last  week  In  speak- 
ing for  the  Red  Cross,  that  the  wound- 
ed French  soldiers  In  one  of  the  last 
battles  had  used  newspapers  for  band- 
agea  on  account  of  shortage  In  Red 
Cross  supplies. 

"I  am  glad  to  state  that  our  Cana- 
dian society  haa  done  noVly  In  this  re- 
gard, but  we  have  to  do  more.  We 
send  five  thousand  cases  to  the  French 
Government  each  month  to  distribute 
to  700  French  hospitals,  and  In  addi- 
tion to  the  five  thousand  cases  we  have 
sent  some  128.000  articles  to  91  French 
hospitals.  This  shows  the  great  demand 
for  our  Bed  Cross  supplies.  We  have 
now  a  Canadian  hospital  In  Paris  for 
which  the  Hon.  James  Dunsmulr  of  this 
city,  donated  $7,600  for  the  operating 
theatre. 

"The  assistant  commissioner  of  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  work,  In  France 
stated  that  It  would  bo  a  satisfaction 
to  the  executive  to  know  that  the  socks 
which  the  Canadians  make  are  of  » 
much  superior  quality  to  those  obtained 
In  France. 

"At  the  present  time  there  is  a  great

We   have   organised    since 
last  November   10  branches    where     we 
had  two.     Namely.  Victoria  West,  Fern- 
wood.  Fairfield.  Jamea  Bay.  North  Ward, 
Hollywood.     Mount    Tolmle,     Thorburn, 
Business    Girls     and   Quallcum.     These 
branches  have  been  very  successful  and 
in   fact    It   means   a   large     Red     Crosa 
factory,   there   la     fully     1.800     people 
taking  work  to  their  homes.    They  also 
raise  a  considerable  amount  each  month 
in  cash  from  raffles,  concerts,  etc..  from 
these  branches — $110,000. 

"Amongst  the  many  mcldontn 
of  the  Red  Crosa  work  here 
standing  out  very  clearly  In  my  mind 
is  one  In  connection  with  a  gentleman 
who  volunteered  to  go  to  France  and 
pay  all  hla  expenses  to  work  without 
remuneration  and  do  whatever  waa  re- 
quired of  him.

Mr.  Hugh  Stewart,  owner  of  a  corner 
lot,  and  who,  therefore,  would  not  need 
an  alley,  said  he  willingly  would  give 
alx,  seven  or  eight  feet.  If  the  lane 
were  going  to  be  of  benefit  to  the 
community  and  enhance  the  value  of 
the  property  In  his  vicinity.  Mr.  Alex 
Urquhart,  Alderman  Brawn,  Mr.  J. 
Slmms  and  Alderman  Hurtord  all 
thought  the  lane  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  tha  bualness  houses  and  were  of  the 
opinion  that  new  le  the  time  to  secure 
the  land  required  for  the  purpose.  Mr. 
Peres  was  steadfast  In  hla  refusal  to

For  eighteen  months  the  Board  has 
been  the  responsible  authority)  fer  the 
organisation  of  Industrial  canteens  In 
munition  works  throughout  the  coun- 
try, and  has  studied  to  do  all  that  IS 
possible  to  assist  employers  In  the  mat- 
ters of  deelgn,  equipment  and  manage- 
ment. There  are  now  170  canteens  in 
national  factories  and  controlled  es- 
tablishments, where  there  are  nearly  a 
million  employees.  There  are  sixty 
others  for  transport  workers  st  the 
principal  docks.  The  Industrial  canteen 
has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  ef- 
fective Instruments  In  securing  and 
maintaining  a  high  standard  of  work 
and  product. 

Details  are  given  of  the  taking  over 
of  licensed  houses  at  Carlisle.  Gretna, 
and  slsewhere,  and  Lord  d'Abernon 
adds: 

"Sufficient  experience  of  the  results 
of  the  direct  control  of  the  liquor  trade 
haa  now  been  sained  to  enable  certain 
broad  conclusions  to  be  drawn.  It  has 
been  proved: 

"(a)  That  by  extinguishing  private 
interest  In  the  sale  of  liquor  and  by 
establishing  a  strict  system  for  tho 
control  and  Inspection  of  public  houses 
it  Is  possible  both  to  reduce  excessive 
drinking  In  a  very  marked  degree,  and 
to  ensure  that  restrictions,  such  aa 
those  imposed  by  tho  Board's  orders, 
shall  be  effective  to  aa  extent  impos- 
sible under  conditions  of  private  man- 
agement and  of  Ill-regulated  competi- 
tive trading. 

M(b)  That  In  houses  In  which  liquor 
can  be  sold  under  conditions  of  com- 
fort and  decency,  and  In  which  Vacui- 
ties are  provided  for  recreation  and  for 
the  sole  of  food,  not  only  !s  supervi- 
sion mode  easier,  but  customers  are 
less  Inclined  to  drink  to  excess  than 
they  are  In  houses  which  have  been, 
designed   as   mere  drinking    bars 

"(c)  That  many  of  the  people  who 
frequent  public  houses  desire  food  aa 
well  aa  drink,  and  that,  whatever  the 
regime,  tbe  attempt  to  meet  this  de- 
mand, duly  safeguarded  against  pos- 
sible   abuse,   should    bo   encouraged. 

<d>  That  under  a  unified  s  ret  sea, 
such  as  Is  necessarily  involved  ta  state 
management,  arraagements  oaa  be  mad. 
to  regulate  the  conduct  of  the  trade  ta 
order  to  moot  local  requirements  or 
temporary   onergoaetOa."

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GRIFFITHS  L.  HTJQMES,  whow 
farm.  "Fronde*."  at  Cabbie  Hill, 
to  one  of  pie  beat  known  insti- 
tutions of  that  district,  has 
during  the  past  week  made  arrange- 
ments for  Its  transfer  to  the  Do- 
minion Government  for  the  term  of 
five  years.  Mr.  Hughes  has  given  it 
absolutely  free  of  charge,  and  Ms  only 
stipulation  Is  that  It  shall  be  returned 
to  him  in  as  good  condition  as  it  is  at 
the  present  time.  The  munificence  of 
this  gift  to  the  nation — because  It  Is 
a  gift  In  the  cause  of  the  returned  sol- 
diers—may be  better  realised  when  it  Is 
stated  that  he  has  expended  In  the  de- 
velopment of  the  property  over  1260,- 
000. 

To  those  at  all  conversant  with  tha 
returned  soldiers  It  must  be  obvious 
that  any  move  in  the  direction  of  put- 
ting the  soldiers  on  the  land  must.  In' 
the  great  majority  of  cases  be  preceded 
by  an  instructional  course  In  actual, 
practical  farming.  That  Is  the  keynote 
of  Mr.  OriOlths'  donation  to  the  cause. 
Hera  Is  a  section  of  land  with  400  acres 
under  actual  cultivation,  one  of  the 
largest.  If  not  the  largest  farms,  on 
Vancouver  Island,  and  has  possibilities 
of  development  that  are  perhaps  pos- 
sessed by  no  other  property  on  the  Is! 
and.

At  the  very 
lowest  stage  of  water  it  will  develop 
76  or  100  horse  power,  and  with  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  few  thousands  of  dollars 
150  or  200  horse  power  can  be  devel- 
oped, sufficient  to  oarry  on  the  entire 
fsrmlng  operations.  Including  domestic 
lighting  and  heating.  The  farm,  there- 
fore. Is  In  every  respect  calculated  to 
afford  to  the  returned  soldier  and  Inci- 
dentally to  the  farming  community  an 
object  lesson  in  farming  on  a  scale 
which  might  be  regarded  as  Teutonic, 
in  its  completeness  of  detail. 

If  the  Dominion  Government,  as  un- 
doubtedly It  will,  places  this  farm  In 
charge  of  a  man  of  practical  experi- 
ence and  some  imagination,  the  results 
will  be  wonderful  in  an  educational  way 
and  should  show  a  profit  on  actual 
operations. 

Mr.  Hughes  is  handing  everything 
over  to  the  Government  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  live  stock.  His  pure  bred 
stock,  of  which  he  had  a  splendid  col- 
lection, ha  has  shipped  to  Calgary, 
where  a  sale  has  been  announced  for 
July  5.  The  horses  and  the  grade  stock 
are  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government 
at  east  prices.  The  problems  In  con- 
nection with  this  farm  wcro  of  a  two- 
fold nature— clearing  and  drainage.  The 
valley  of  which  It  forms  the  most  Im- 
portant part  is  a  catch  basin  for  the 
surrounding  hills,  and  in  the  Spring 
time  an  enormous  amount  of  water  Is 
accumulated,  which  for  development 
purposes  had  to  be  carried  off  to  the 
Koksllah   River. 

The  clearing  of  about  500  acres  of 
this  property  was  a  comparatively 
cheap  process,  because  the  bush  on  the 
greater  part  of  It.  while  dense,  was  of 
alder,  crabapple  and  other  bottom  land 
growth,  bnt  the  drainage  was  most  ex- 
pensive. A  catch  basin  drain  had  to  he 
built  clear  around  it  which  connected 
with  two  Immense  main  drains  to  the 
Koksllah  and  numerous  lateral  drains. 
In  this  way  several  hundred  acres  of 
virtually  swamp  lands  were  converted 
Into  rich  agricultural  producing  lands, 
which  today  arc  divided  into  grain, 
meadow,  pasture  and  other  lands,  all  of 
it  producing  heavily.

Not  one  out  of  1.000  on  Vancouver 
Island  knows  where  the  Griffiths  ranch 
la,  although  everybody  knows  where 
robble  Hill  is.  As  long  ago  aa  ISot 
or  1MI  the  Plmbury  Brothers  took  up 
SIS  acres,  and  no  lax  were  the  land 
law*  at  tba  time  that  they  ware  per- 
mitted to  make  a  special  survey  just 
taking  In  tha  bottom  land  without  ref- 
•ranee  to  timbered  or  slightly  high 
lane*. 

The  Plmbury  brothers,  of  whom  there 
war*  three,  were  highly  respected  cltl- 
seno  of  Vancouver  Island,  and  after 
they  sold  ont  to  the  Messrs.  Tbala 
brothers.  Joseph  and  Edward,  one  start- 
ed In  the  drug  begins—  In  Nsaalmo, 
whloh  he  carried  on  for  many  years, 
and  another  took  up  n  farm  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Oowlchah  River,  which  he 
«oM  out  in   !»•«. 

They  were  educated  men  and  musi- 
cian*,  and  did  all  possible  for   the  ad- 
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vancement  of  the  Island.  The  Thain 
brothers  carried  on  for  some  time,  but 
the  lack  of  communication  with  mar- 
kets made  It  an  almost  Impossible 
"proposition."  There  was  only  a  trail 
to  Victoria,  and  the  only  means  of 
communication  wss  by  way  of  Mill  Bay. 
The  place  rested  in  solitude  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  wss  eventually  pur- 
chased by  Mr.  R.  K.  Gosnell,  who  ob- 
tained by  purchase  from  the  K.  *  N. 
Railway  Company  660  acres  adjoining 
so  as  to  square  It  up.  Mr.  Gosnell  and 
his  brother  and  Mr.  Hughes  were  part- 
ners for  three  years,  when  Mr.  Hughes 
acquired  by  purchase  the  fee  simple  la 
Ha   entirety. 

Since  that  time  Mr.  Hughes,  who  has 
built  barns  and  other  outbuildings  on 
the  most  modern  principles,  has  stead- 
ily developed  the  property,  which  to- 
day Is  without  any  question  the  big- 
gest farm  on  Vsncouver  Island.  In 
fact.  In  Its  way  a  model,  and  so  far  as 
British  Columbia  Is  concerned  Is  almost 
unique. 

In  the  whole  Empire  there  Is  prob- 
ably not  a  more  conspicuous  Instance 
of  devotion  to  the  cause  of  the  soldier, 
snd  the  Dominion  Government  In  ac- 
cepting his  magnanimous  offer,  fully 
appreciate  the  spirit  In  which  the  pro- 
perty was  tendered.  It  may  be  stated 
In  this  connection  that  Mr.  Hughes  has 
had  repeated  offers  to  acquire  his  place 
by  leaae  on  a  basis  which  would  have 
been  remunerative,  but  thinking  over 
the  problems  involved  In  the  returned 
soldiers  so  far  as  land  is  concerned 
he  decided  to  allow  the  Government  to 
make  the  grand  experiment,  on  condi- 
tions which  would  make  Instructional 
work  on  an  economic  basis  an  easy  pos- 
sibility. 

The  reasons  why  so  many  persons 
hsve  never  seen  the  Hughes  estate  Is 
because  It  Is  situated  on  the  old  Nanal- 
mo  road,  between  Raymond'a  Crossing 
and  the  new  road  beyond  Cobble  Hill. 
Nobody  has  travelled  It  since  the  R.  A 
N.  Railway  was  built,  and  the  place 
was  long  known  aa  "Tkeln's  Swamp," 
familiar  only  to  those  who  went  to 
shoot  docks  In  the  Spring  and  Fall  or 
to  Ash  In  the  Koksllah,  which  in  Its 
moods  was  very  uncertain  so  far  as 
ths  fish  were  concerned.  There  are  ex- 
tensive lime  deposits  on  the  property, 
bog  ore  In  some  undetermined  quanti- 
ties, and  about  U.aes.SoO  feet  of  mer- 
chantable  lumber.

IS  INTERESTING  CITY 


Helftagfers    Scene    «f     Mas?    Struggles     for

Ilelslngfors,  the  capital  of  Finland, 
Is  amongst  the  youngest  of  the  Euro- 
pean capitals,  for  It  Is  but  little  over 
a  hundred  yesrs  since  Czar  Alexander 
I.,  shortly  after  the  annexation  of  the 
Grand  Duchy  by  Russia,  transferred 
the  capital  thither  from  Abo,  which 
was.  In  his  opinion,  too  near  to  Swe- 
den. It  has,  however,  managed  to  com- 
press much  history  into  that  hundred 
years,  and  the  .story  of  Helslngfors, 
whether  >>ne  gleans  "it  from  the  annals 
of  the  city,  or  from  the  strange  med- 
ley of  architecture  which  It  displays 
on  all  hands.  Is  the  story  of  the  strug- 
gle of  Finland  to  maintain  her  liberty, 
and  to  develop  and  express  her  nation- 
al  spirit. 

For  many  years,  remarks  an  ex- 
change, until  the  revolution* of  two 
months  ago  changed  the  whole  face  of 
things,  Finland  had  been  fighting  a 
specially  hard  battle  against  the  Rus- 
sifying policy  of  St.  Petersburg. 
Everything  that  could  be  done  to  crush 
the  national  spirit  had  been  done,  and 
yet.  It  was  all  to  no  purpose.  Russia 
might  deprive  her  of  her  liberties,  ab- 
rogate her  fundsmental  laws,  snd  en- 
deavor to  discredit  her  language  and 
literature,  but  she  could  not  compel  the 
Finn.  In  the  streets  of  Helslngfors,  or 
elsewhere  throughout  the  country,  to 
depsrt  from  his  exasperating  policy  of 
simply  'Ignoring  the  Russian."  And 
so.  In  spite  of  everything  that  could 
be  done.  Helslngfors  hss  always  given 
the  visitor  the  Impression  of  being  a 
capital.  It  has.  as  one  writer  has  well 
expressed  it.  all  the  feeling  and  atmo- 
sphere of  a  capital,  the  cosmopolitan- 
ism, the  entertainment,  the  rush  of 
life,  the  rapid  growth,  and  the  com- 
plexity of  Interest.  It  has  spacious 
streets,  laid  out  In  a  dignified  manner. 
There  are  line  narks  and  open  spaces, 
restaurants  and  theatres,  churches  and 
public  buildings,  and  If  one  pains  sud- 
denly from  the  classical  masterpieces 
of  the  Gormen  architect,  Engel,  to  the 
low.  wooden  buildings  of  the  Finnish 
peasant  architecture,  one  quickly  Comes 
to  recognise  the  latter,  and  surely  to 
welcome  It,  a*  a  characteristic  of  Che 
town.

Helslngfors  Is  designed  an  a  Winter 
town.  The  sea  is  usually  frozen  by 
the  New  Tear,  and  It  Is  then  that  the 
real  "Joys  of  Winter'  begin.  It  Is  as 
though  the  city  had  suddenly  enlarged 
Its  borders,  almost  without  limit.  The 
ice  becomes  a  scene  of  eager  anima- 
tion. Roads  are  marked  out  over  it 
with  fir  trees,  between  the  town  and 
the  various  islands,  snd  csrts,  cabs 
and  motor  cars  ply  back  and  forth  over 
them,  for  all  the  world  as  though  on 
dry  land.  Sometimes  the  sea  Is  frozen 
before  the  snow  comes,  and  then  the 
enterprising  >*kater  may  go  where  he 
pleases,  and  as  far  as  he  pleases.  Then 
again  he  will  take  unto  himself  skis, 
and,  leaving  the  Islands  behind  him, 
go  a-skling  a  long  way  out  over  the 
sea. 

The  period  of  change  from  Winter 
to  Summer  Is  the  least  attractive  time 
In"  Helslngfors.  All  Finland,  Indeed, 
seems  to  "move  reluctantly"  at  that 
time,  snd  Helslngfors  in  April  is  not 
a  success,  intimately,  however.  Spring 
surely  emerges,  and  comes  on  with  a 
mighty  rush.  Winter  is  expected  to 
disappear  by  Msy  Day;  whilst  by  eerly 
June,  Summer  Is  in  complete  posses- 
sion. The  sea  and  the  sky  are  of  the 
deepest  blue;  all  the  land  Is  fragrant 
with  lilacs,  fruit  blossoms,  and  wild 
roses;  the  hills  are  covered  with  wav- 
ing green,  and  the  delicate  beauty  of 
the  nllver  birch  Shows  up  bravely 
against  the  dark  green  of  the  pines. 
At  such  times  alt  Helslngfors  Is.  once 
again,  on  the  sea.  On  every  side  one 
sees  boats  and  steamers,  brilliantly 
white  in  the  sunsnlne,  steam  launches, 
motor  boats,  fishing  beats,  and  rowing 
boats,  moving  hither  and  thither  amidst 
that  multitude  of  rocky  Islands  which 
give  the  waters  the  appearance  of  a 
vast  lagoon.

Mr.  Donald  Macmaster.  K.C,  MP.. 
speaking  st  Weybridge,  England,  said 
that  amid  all  the  horrors  of  war  we 
have  seen  one  valuable  result  la  the 
disposition  of  politicians  of  all  grades 
to  conciliation  and  co-operation  la  the 
nation's  Interest.

struggle   an'd   hard   effort. 

Just  as  In  the  time  of  slavery  the 
weak  were  crushed  under  the  heel  of 
oppression,  so  are  we,  if  we  remain 
helpless,  to  be  crushed  under  the  heel 
of  oppressors  far  more  cruel  than 
slavery  In   its  most  degrading  form.

Kor 
in  two  years  we-  have  been  fad 
upon  delusion  after  delusion  concerning 
tb*  war.  We  believe  In  Mow  Russia, 
wa  are  sure  she  will  find  herself,  but 
this  is  aa  time  for  polite  sentiment.  We 
have  to  win  the  war. 

There  nave  been  a  good  many  revo- 
lutions of  one  sort  and  another  in  my 
lifetime.  I  cannot  recall  a  single  revo- 
lution which  left  a  nation  stronger  at 
the  euteet..  devolution  manna-  dtsinto- 
gratlon.  There  la  no  magical  process 
by  which  a  nation  can  dlveat  itself 
overnight  pf  a  ayatem  ^hundreds  of 
years  aid.  and  emerge  in  the  flushed 
dawn  of  it*  liberties  mailed,  serene,  and 
terrible.  Always  there  must  be  an  In- 
tervening period  of  readjustment,  a' 
building-up  afresh.  It  la  this  consid- 
eration which  we  ought  to  have  in  mind 
rust  BOW.  'With  all  the  enthusiasm  Of 
M .  Kemnafcy,  all  the  stern  ardor  of  Gen- 
eral Jsruslloff,  probably  only  a  miracle 
san  bow  eaabie  tbe  Russian  Armies  to 
striae  a  mighty  blow  for  their  new- 
found freedom  thla  Summer. 

The  German  estimate  of  the  situation 
ta  significant.

An  we  thinking  sufficiently  of  the 
new  military  possibilities  thus  produc- 
ed I  do  not  think  we  era  Wo  rightly 
acclaim  the  tremendous  strokes  dealt 
by  Field-Marshal  Hala  and  the  French 
commanders;  we  welcome  the  progress 
they  have  made,  the  destruction  they 
have  wrought  la  the  enemy*  forces, 
and  their  great  hauls  of  prisoners.  But 
W*  aught  to  realise  also  the  sinister 
consequence  of-  Germany's  growing 
strength  in  the  west,  which  may  post- 
pone our  full  achievement.  On  Satur- 
day we  were  bidden  to  rejoice  because 
the  enemy  were  everywhere  on  the  de- 
fensive. There  la  another  aide  to  the 
shield.  The  great  lesson  of  the  war  on 
land  Is  the  Incomparable  advantage  con- 
ferred by  modern  weapons  upon  the  de- 
fensive. Yet  It  la  not  a  new  lesson, 
as  anyone  knows  who  baa  carefully  ex- 
amined the  position  held  by  Iaman 
Pasha  at  Plevna. 

The  plain  truth  is  that  new  and 
greater  demanda  are  about  to  be  made 
upon  our  military  resources  in  the  west 
for  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  see 
United  Bute*  Armiea  la  the  field.  Vol- 
untary enlistment  up  to  fifty  haa  been 
Introduced,  and  compulsion  for  men  of 
mature  years  may  fallow.  But  are  we 
using  the  resources  already  available  to 
the  beet  possible  advantage  Are  wa 
adjusting  our  plana  to  condition*  which 
are  at  least  temporarily  modified?

I  write  aa  one  who  began  to 
press  British  interests  in  the  Persian 
Gulf  upon  public  attention  several 
years  before  Lord  Lanadowne  made  his 
famoua  declaration  In  1»03;  but  l 
never  said  anything  about  the  upper 
reaches  of  the  Tigris. 

•  •  *  * 

The  British  advance  Into  Palestine 
is  another  case  in  point.  The  fact  that 
It  haa  been  admirably  executed  haa 
nothing  to  do  with  the  issue.  At  this 
critical  Juncture  It  Is  a  misdirection  of 
energy  and  effort.  Our  one  eaaential 
teak  wa*  to  guard  the  8ues  Canal  and 
clear  the  western  portion  of  the  penin- 
sula of  Sinai.  A  certain  amount  of 
mystery  still  seems  to  envelop  the  bat- 
tle of  Gaza.  Our  force*  are  apparently 
now  confronted  by  atrong  fortified  line* 
the  Turk*  arc  hurrying  up  reinforce- 
ment*, and  doubtless  further  help  will 
be  required.  Meanwhile  more  Germans 
are  crowding  into  France.  What  are 
the  aims  of  the  Government  in  Pales- 
tine? 

Tet  another  example* Is  furnished  by 
tbe  Salonlca  expedition.  Doubtless  it 
was  right  to  occupy  Salonlca  and  the 
surrounding  country,  because  thereby 
the  enemy  were  denied  access  to  their 
friends  in  Greece.  Tet  it  would  take 
the  best  part  of  a  million  men  and  an 
Impossible  amount  of  land  and  aea 
transport  to  reconquer  Serbia  and  to 
capture  Sofia.  Serbia  must  be  rescued 
In  France.  What  are  the  alms  of  the 
Government  <ln  Macedonia? 

The  suggestions  In  this  article  have 
been  repeatedly  made  In  Parliament  and 
are  printed  In  Hansard.  There  seems 
a  lack  of  vision  and  coherenee  about  all 
these  Eastern  operations,  which  appear 
to  be  marked  by  blind  persistence.  We 
are  short  of  men  and  gravely  abort  of 
ships,  aad  th*  mightiest  battled  of  the 
war  lia  before  us  in  France.  Enough 
ships  and  men  have  been  locked  up  in 
distant  campaigns  to  relieve  us  of  all 
our  difficulties.  Before  these  subsidiary 
enterprises  expend  still  more  men  we 
ought  to  reconsider  our  commitments 
in  distant  lands. — Lovat  Fraser,  in  Th*

This  baud  as 
valuable  for  forming  noelei.  because 
these.  *aa<hai  early  with  a  laying 
queen,  or'  ripe  queen-cell,  mill  build  up 
into  strong  colonies  before  Winter,  in- 
creasing m  thla  way  with  brood  from 
•trong  colonise  during  the  hoaey-flow 
la  tbe  basic  principle  upon  which  aa 
apiary  can  be  quickly  built  up  while 
at  the  aame  time  an  almost  full  boney 
crop   la   secured. 

In  newly-formed  nuclei  containing 
brood  In  all  stage*  there  la  always 
more  or  lees  d***rtton.of  bee*  and  eon- 
sequent  death  of  the  young  heood  and 
sometimes  chilling  and  death  of  the 
older  brood  even  when  the  nuclei  are 
skilfully  made  by  an  experienced  apiar- 
ist. .  Further,  queen*  may  not  be  im- 
mediately obtainable,  or  they  may  be 
lost  In  Introduction.  Robbing  of  the 
newly-formed  nuclei  has  also  to  be 
guarded  against,  but  during  the  height 
of  the  honey-flow  only  carelessness  will 
causa  this;  towards  lta  end,  however, 
the  danger  of 'robbing  grows  so  great 
that  It  la  difficult  to  maintain  newly- 
formed  nuclei  even  when  strong.  De- 
sertion may  be  checked  '  by  atopplng 
the  entrance  with  grass;  tb*  bee*  will 
make  their  way  out  when  the  graaa 
dries  and  shrinks  in  about  two  day*, 
but  care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  over- 
crowding tbe  confined  bees,  .which 
would  lead  to  stifling,  especially  In 
hot  weather.  A  good  way  to  overcome 
the  loss  of  young  brood  is  to  place  the 
brood  over  a  queen  excluder  a  week 
befre  lta  removal  from  the  parent  hive. 
This  may  be  done  in  the  ordinary 
course  ef  relieving  congestion  in  the 
brood  chamber  aa  a  means  to  discour- 
age swarming,  a  frame  or  two  of  emp- 
ty combs  or  of  foundation  being  placed 
In  the  brood  chamber  when  the  brood 
Is  raised. 

All  af  these  riafce  may  be  srrdatfaf 
minimised  aa  follow*:  Have  all  the 
queens'  wings  clipped  (this  is  not  es- 
sential )„  and  when  a  colony  of  a  strain 
that  it  ia  desired  to  propagate  swarms, 
move  the  parent  hive  to  a  new  stand, 
and  place  the  swarm  In  an  empty  hive 
on  the  old  stand,  tbe  queen  having 
been  picked  off  the  ground  end  placed 
la  the  empty  hive.  The  swarm  will 
return  to  the  new  hive  at  the  old 
stand.  The  field  bees  will  now  join 
tbe  swarm,  and  the  super  should  be 
transferred  from  tbe  parent  hive  to 
the  swarm  which  will  produce  the  crop 
of  hanay.  The  colony,  now  depleted 
of  bees  but  rich  in  brood,  is  divided  a 
week  later  Into  three  to  six  nuclei, 
each  nucleus  consisting  of  two  or  three 
frames  containing  brood  and  honey 
carrying  two  or  three  qnean-cella-  con- 
taining queens  soon  to  emerge  with 
the  adhering   bee*. 

Thla  method  ha*  tb*  great  advantage 
that  It  not  only  controls  and  satisfies 
the  troublesome  swarming  Instinct,  but 
it  helps  to  secure  the  desired  ends  by 
natural  means.  The  honey  gatherers 
are  segregated  Into  a  strong  force,  and 
the  brood,  being  mostly  capped,  la  net 
likely  to  get  chilled;  the  bees  desert 
neither  it  nor  the  queen-cells  readily, 
and  all  trouble  In  raising  and  Introduc- 
ing queens  Is  avoided.  The  bees  in 
the  newly-formed  nuclei  are  In  the 
post-swarming  stage,  when  their  In- 
stinct la  to  apread  themselves  over  and 
Incubate  a*  much  brood  aa  possible, 
and   especially   the   queen-cells. 

The  beginner  should  be  warned  not 
to  divide  tbe  parent  colony  into  too 
many  weak  nuclei,  but  thla  fault  may 
be  rectified  in  tbe  Autumn  by  uniting. 
The  Ideal  conditions  for  building  up 
.nuclei  are  a  alow  honey-flow  through- 
out August  and  early  September.  For- 
tunately these  are  supplied  in  most 
Canadian  localities  by  goldenrods,  as- 
ter* and  buckwheat 

Mlsmated  queans  should  be  replaced 
any  time  up  to  the  first  or  second 
week  In  October,  preferably  not  dur- 
ing the  robblag  season.— Issued  by  the 
Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture.    , 


WORK  Hi  FOR  IN 
DISABLED  BY  WINDS 


Italy  Takes  Up  Ihe  Work  of 
Providing  Occupation  for 
Her  Soldiers  in  a  Practical 
Manner 


The  problem  of  how  best  to  deal  with 
and  provide  for  men  who  have  been 
disabled  in  the  wer  Is  one  which  neces- 
sarily concerns  every  nation  which  beara 
aay  part  In  the  great  atruggle.  and  It 
Is  interesting  to  learn  something  of 
th*  method*  which  arc  being  adopted 
in  Italy  for  th*  solution  of  thla  prob- 
lem. Tb*  work  la  going  on  in  many 
centres,  in  Turin,  Rome,  Genoa,  Paler- 
mo and  other  cities;  but  perhaps  no- 
where |a  It  to  be  seen  in  happier  cir- 
cumstances and  In  more  beautiful  sur- 
roundings than  in  tbe  Villa  Bond!,  near 
Florence— one  of  th*  loveliest  of  the 
Tuscan  villas,  once,  according  to  wall 
authenticated  documents,  the  property 
of  Dante,  end  confiscated  after  the 
poet'a  banishment  from  his  native  city. 
The  organisation  of  the  Villa  Bon<ll. 
aad  of  the  similar  -centres  where  this 
beneficent  work  Is  being  .carried  on.  la 
wholly  for  the  benefit  of  the  aoldler  who 
he*  In  seme  way  been  disabled  in  the 
war.  It  take*  eneh  men  and  teaches 
them  a  useful  trade  or  craft,  such  aa 
It  will  be.  poeeible  for  them  to  *ucce*e- 
fully  practise.  And  to  the  uninitiated. 
tbe  difflcultle*  overcome,  the  result* 
achieved,  seem   marveloue. 

There  are  many  departments  of  work, 
and  aa  each  man  enters  a  borne,  be  le 
advised  which  craft,  taking  into  con- 
sideration bla  awa  testes,  and  the  home 
surroundings  ta  which  ha  le  returning.

Many  Craft* 

The  work  of  the  home*  includes  shoe- 
making,  basket  work,  tailoring,  mat 
and  broom  making,  bookbinding,  card- 
board box  making,  carpentering,  toy 
making,  leather  work,  horticulture  and. 
metal  work,  besides  departmenta  where 
languages,  telegraphy,  typewriting 
shorthand,  bookkeeping  and  such  things 
may  be  learned.  The  article*  made  ar* 
cold  at  special  shops  which  have  been 
opened  in  Various  cities,  each  article 
.having  a  card  attached  to  It  bearing 
the  name  of  the  aoldler  who  made  It. 
The  receipt*  from  these  sale*  go  toward 
the  upkeep  of  the  homes  and  th*  week- 
ly wage*  of  the  men,  though  naturally 
the  greater  part  of  the  expense  la 
borne  by  contributions  and  subscrip- 
tions,  or  by  government  support. 

In  passing  from  one  workshop  to  an- 
other In  a  tour  of  the  building,  on* 
wa*  everywhere  struck  by  the  atmos- 
phere of  good  cheer  and  good  humor, 
the  Interest  and  enthusiasm  manifest- 
ed by  the  men.  This  was  evidently  no 
mere  task  work — their  hearts  wer*.  In 
it;  and  therein  lies  the  secret  of  the 
success  wblcb  attends  them  In  their 
study  and  practise  of  these,  to  them, 
novel  crafts.  The  skill  and  delicacy 
wjth  which  many  of  them  were  execut- 


ing bits  of  cabinet  making  and  book- 
binding, tbe  force  and  freedom  with 
which  they  drew  the  floral  and  conven- 
tional designs,  tbe  animals  and  birds 
and  little  figures,  with  which  they  de- 
corated some  of  their  work,  were  as- 
tonishing, considering  that  the  ma- 
jority of  thoae  seen  ware  peasants,  and 
therefor*  hitherto  quite  unaocuatomed 
to  any  delicate  handiwork.  The  teach- 
er* are  in  some  cases  themselves  dis- 
abled soldiers  who  had  previously  fol- 
lowed the  craft  they  now  teach;  in 
othera  craftsmen  who  have  been  en- 
gaged for  the  purpose,  or  voluntary 
helpers.  In  a  aunny  loggia  overlooking 
the  square  courtyard  about  which  tbe 
villa  is  built,  la  established  th*  book- 
bindery;  and  there  a  group  of  men 
around  a  long  table  ward  buaily  mak- 
ing bonbon  boxes  covered  with  bright 
flowered  papers,  for  confectioners,  and 
In  binding  piles  of  books.  Another 
room  was  fitted  aa  a  shoemakers  shop, 
and  here  orders  are  taken,  and  alao 
ail  the  boots  made  for  th*  home  itself. 
Wlckerwork,  baskets,  mat*,  brushes  and 
■uch  Ilk*  article*  ar*  alao  mad*  In  the** 
horn**. 


In  no  workshop,  perhaps,  waa  there 
more  animation  and  activity  than  in 
th*  carpenters',  and  it  was  Interesting 
to  s*e  the  skill  with  which  men  were 


able  to  turn  out  piece*  of  well  finished 
work — table*,  shelves,  boxes  and  other 
articles,  decorating  \hem  with  hand* 
drawn  or  colored  dealgna,  or  atalnlng 
and  polishing  the  wood.  But  no  de- 
partment wa*  cheerier,  more  attractive 
than  that  of  th*  toymaker*.  The  toy* 
produced,  which  will  substitute  mor* 
than  satisfactorily,  thnee  which  used 
to  be  imported  In  *uch  Urge  quantities 
have  a  quaint  and  naive  character  which 
la   Irresistible. 

In  a  room  of  the  villa  a  school  Is  es- 
tablished, and  here  class**  are  held,  at 
which  those  who  have  never  learned  to 
read  and  write  are  given  this  elemen- 
tary teaching,  while  other*  follow  .mor* 
advanced  lesson*;  and  some  by  their 
own  wish  are  taught  typewriting, 
bookkeeping,  English  and  French.  In 
th*  lovely  gardena  around  the.  villa 
some  of  the  men  are  Instructed  in  hor- 
ticulture, and  gain  much  knowledge 
which  will  be  of  value  to  them  when 
they  return  to  work  on  their  own  fields. 
And  from  first  to  last,  from,  the  mo- 
ment the  square  courtyard  with  Its  pil- 
lared arcade  and  old  grsy  Wall,  Is  en- 
tered, through  all  the  workshop*  and 
dormitories,  tbrough  the  great  aunny 
dining  hall,  and  th*  open  galleries  and 
loggias  With  their  lovely  view,  there 
ia  an  atmosphere  of  courage,  activity 
and  hope.    -  *

Quatsino 


Development  and  Activity  Ev- 
erywhere on  Quatsino  Sound 
—  Immense  Pulp  Mill  a 
Whole  Town  in  Itself 


^uatnlnor.  200  miles  up  the  West 
roast  of  Vancouver  Island,  la  perhaps 
the  only  settlement  on  the  Island.  If  not 
on  the  British  Columbia  coast,  that  can 
today  boast  of  the  virility  and  confi- 
dence that  were  to  be  found  wherever 
one  might  look  in  the  boom  days  of 
three   to  five  years  ago. 

The  population  of  Quatsino  is  yet 
numbered  only  by  the  hundreds.  But 
there  is  going  on  development  work  for 
the  establishment  of  Industries  of  na- 
tional Importance.  Chief  of  these  is 
the  new  pulp  and  paper  plant  of  the 
Colonial  Lumber  and  Paper  Mills,  which 
Is  now  ready  for  operation.  Two  hun- 
dred and  fltfy  men  are  being  employed 
and  others  are  being  taken  on  as  fast 
as  they  can  be  secured.  The  company 
lit   backed   by   $10,000,000. 

On  an  eighty-acre  townsite  which  Is 
being  cleared,  the  company  will  build 
Its  own  wooden  ships  with  which  to 
carry  Its  products  to  the  markets  of 
the  world. 

Along  the  Sound  development  work  Is 
being  rushed  on  the  Yreka  Mine,  where 
several  rich  exposures  of  copper  oul- 
phide  are  to  be  attacked.  Work  has 
also  been  opened  on  the  Elk  Lake  and 
June  properties.  Not  far  distant  from 
the  townsite  Is  the  cannery  of  the  Wal- 
lace Fisheries,  which  after  an  Idleness 
of  three  years,  is  sensing  the  industrial 
revival,    and    is    re-opening. 

Agriculture  is  not  lagging,  although 
the  markets  of  the  large  cities  are  a 
couple  of  hundred  miles  distant.  A  re- 
cent count  In  the  vicinity  of  the  town- 
site  showed  150  farms  have  been  taken 
up  and  are  being  cleared. 

Although  Quatsino  can  scarcely  yet 
be  said  to  have  found  Itself,  land, 
water  power  and  other  Inducements  are 
being  offered  free  on  Winter  Harbor  to 
any  ship-building  Arm  that  can  ahow 
it   means   business. 

The  following  article,  written  for  The 
Colonist  by  Mr.  B.  W.  Leeson.  one  of 
the  many  men  that  realise  the  posslbll 
ties  of  the  district,  gives  an  Idea  of 
what  la  going  on  there  and  the  spirit 
of  optimism  that  characterises  the  dis- 
trict: 

A  trip  up  the  West  Coast  signifies  a 
Journey  along  the  West  Coast  of  Van- 
couver Island  of  300  miles,  a  most  de- 
lightful and  Interesting  experience  that 
will  stay  In  one's  memory  a  (rood  many 
years.  The  present  coasting  steamer 
Princess  Maqulnna  affords  all  the  con- 
veniences of  modern  travel  that  the 
exacting  tourist  could  want. 

The  deep  roar  of  the  Maqulnna'* 
syren  brought  us  out  of  the  bunk  one 
recent  June  morning.  We  found  on 
coming  on  deck  a  thick  fog.  A  few 
minutes  later  the  morning  wind,  blow- 
ing out  of  the  Sound,  cleared  off  part 
of  the  island,  disclosing  the  lighthouse 
surrounded  by  the  snowwhlte  vapor. 

We  were  quickly  at  full  speed  again 
and  soon  tied  up  at  the  cannery  about 
two  miles  In  from  Bold  Bluff  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Sound.  This  la  ft 
one-line  cannery  operated  by  the  Wal- 
lace Fisheries,  Ltd.  It  has  been  Idle 
for  the  last  three  years,  but  will  be 
operated  again   this  year. 

The  great  difference  In  the  topography 
of  the  country  Is  soon  noticed  In  com- 
paring it  with  the  other  Sounds  south 
of  Cape  Cook.  As  the  steamer  begins 
to  get  well  Into  the  Sound  the  low- 
lying  country  ahead  has  a  similar  ap- 
pearance to  the  south  end  of  Vancouver 
Island,,  "all  but  the  green  fields  and  the 
houses,"  remarks  a  red-headed  traveller 
leaning  against  the  rail.  •  One  of  the 
prime  features  of  a  trip  of  this  kind  Is 
your  fellow  travellers,  ana  we  were  par- 
ticularly lucky  this  time  with  one  red 
lanky  Scot,  miner  and  prospector,  who 
has  boon  on  this  coast  twelve  years,  one 
of  then*  out-of-doors,  everyday  men  who 
reads  all  the  magaxlnes  and  papers,  al- 
ways takes  the  opposite  of  the  argu- 
ment, and  was  quickly  dubbed  "Scotty." 
Pointing  out  a  fine  valley  to  the  south 
as  we  were  pasting.  Just  east  of  Kos- 
kemo  Bay.  "Scotty"  said:  "There  sre 
about  a  dosen  of  these  valleys  coming 
Into  Qfantsino  Sound.  Why  don't  you 
Liberals  get  a  move  on  and  do  some- 
thing! " 

Qulot  Cove  on  Limestone  Island  Is  well 
named  at  present.  Here  Is  a  largo  hotel 
closed  down  waiting  a  change  of  owner- 
ship and  the  prohibition  law  result.  The 
gas  boat  "Cape  Scott  t"  was  tied  up 
waiting  the  Maqulnna.  She  carries  the 
mall  and  freight  to  San  Jose  Bay  and  to 
San  Jon*.  ,. 

"Te  had  to  get  down  oa  all  fours  and 
•tick  hi  your  too*  If  you  wanted  to 
mora  from  one  place  to  another  on  the 
ship,**  ha  sold.  The  stove  came  loos* 
and  •varythlng  else  on  the  ship  except 
the  engine.     I  said  my  prayers  twice.** 


-This  yarn  brought  us  over  te  the 
sett  leaner,  t  wharf  where  we  were  mot  by 
a  toe  looking  lot  of  people.  Wt*!!«  lay- 
Ing  at  this  wharfothe  first  signs  of  the 
new  activity  were  seen  In  the  coming  to 
the  wharf  of  the  large  et**|  gaa  boat 
•siipeway'  belonging  to  the  pulp  com- 
paay.     the   manager.    Mr.    Or  as*,    was 


aboard  with  the  concrete  expert.  They 
were  cruising  around  the  Sound  finding 
available  gravel  beds  for  their  concrete 
work.  They  wanted  only  16,000  yards 
for  a  start. 

The  steamer  lay  at  this  wharf  about 
an  hour.  The  mall  for  Holberg  was  put 
aboard  Mr.  Varney's  launch  for  delivery 
as  the  Maqulnna  was  not  going  there 
this  trip.  After  clearing  the  customs, 
Capt.  allium  headed  for  the  southeast 
arm.  Seven  miles  brought  us  to  Yreka. 
This  old  camp  looks  decidedly  lively 
once  more  and  from  all  Information  ob- 
tainable there  is  every  appearance  of 
staying  this  time,  the  large  bodies  of 
ore  now  uncovered  and  blocked  out 
seem  to  Justify  a  good  future  for  the 
camp.  A  large  new  ore-bunker  Just 
East  of  the  old  sawmill  site  Is  about 
finished,  and  Mr.  N.  S.  Clark  Informed 
me  they  were  ready  to  try  out  the  new 
aerial  tram  in  a  day  or  two  and  expect- 
ed to  have  a  load  of  ore  ready  for  ship- 
ment in  about  a  week  or  ten  days.  The 
ore  is  a  copper  sulphide,  some  of  It  runs 
as  hlRti  as  ten  per  cent. 

Leaving    this    wharf    we    crossed    the 
Arm    and    three    miles    farther    on    we 
stopped   at   the  June   Landing.     This   Is 
the    salt    water    terminus    for    the    Elk 
Lake    mines    and    the    June    properties. 
We  put  off  lots  of  freight   here,   which 
is  packed   in  on   horses   to   Alice   Lake, 
about    seven    miles,    thence    across    the 
lake  in  launch  to  another  pack  of  three 
miles  to  Kathleen  Lake,  and  then  boated 
to  a  short  trail  to  the  camp,  a  total  of 
about  20  miles.     This  is  an  active  camp 
under    the    management    of    Mr.    Clancy 
for  the  Trail  Smelter  Co.     They  have  a 
water-power   air    compressor    plant    and 
are  down  400  feet  on  the  ore.     The  Idea 
is    to   carry   out   the   development    work 
before   the  railroad   Is     put     in.     or     a 
amelter    built.      Along    this    shore    was 
noticed   the  Dominion     Telephone     line. 
This  has  Just  recently  been  finished. 
The  Pulp  mad  Vapor  Mills. 
Our    next    and   last   call    was    at    the 
Colonial  Lumber  and  Paper  Mills  plant, 
about    fourteen    miles   from   the   settle- 
ment  wharf   on    the   north  side   of   the 
southeast  arm  of  Quatsino  Sound.     At 
the   wharf   machinery    was   everywhere. 
There  were  boilers  and  engines,   wheels 
and   more   wheels.      This  was   the   nfoet 
lively  place  we  found  on   the   trip.     A 
steam   donkey   was  making   the  stumps 
•all  through  the  air  up  a  high  pole  and 
then   dropping   them,   making  a    mighty 
heap  for   a  fire.     In   another   place   wo 
found  a  steam  shovel  busy  cutting  down 
a  hill  and  levelling  the  site  for  the  pulp 
mill.     The  large  800  foot   sawmill   Was 
complete  with  the  roof  on  and  ready  for 
the  machinery.     A  dining  room  Seating 
200.  with  electric  light     all     over     the 
camp,  a  hospital,  doctor,  and  nurses. 

'•Scotty"  said,  "I  did  not  come  np 
here  to  get  Into  a  town  again.  I've 
come  prospecting.  Next  thing  we  shall 
run  Into  a  'movie'  picture  house-" 

About  a  mile  inland  from  this  Is 
Victoria  Lake,  which  the  company  ex- 
pects to  tap  with  a  tunnel  through  the 
mountain.  It  Is  a  large  project  but  will 
give  a  fine  water  power  and  an  outlet 
for  their  tracts  of  timber  on  Victoria 
Lake.  The  old  company  site  for  oper- 
ations was  near  Quatsino  Narrows, 
where  the  sawmill  was.  The  old  saw- 
mill at  the  narrows  Is  running  full  time 
cutting  for  the  new  camp  10.000  feet 
per  day.  In  spite  of  our  Scottish  travel- 
ler's hurry  I  went  around  asking  ques- 
tions and  elicited  the  information  that 
the  contract  for  the  big  tunnel  had  been 
let  and  200  tons  of  steel  for  the  power- 
house was  oa  its  way.  About  SO  acres 
were  being  laid  out  for  the  townsite,  the 
clearing  partly  dona  The  company  will 
build  Its  own  ships  there  to  carry  away 
the  pulp.  All  these  projects  foreshadow 
a  large  activity  la  the  near  future.  The 
tunnel  will  ba  the  largest  undertaking 
•f  Us  kind  oa  Vancouver  Island. 

I  could  not  help  but  remark  on  the 
fine  lot  of  young  man  working  at  this 
plaro  and  note  what  good  soldiers  they 
wasted  make,  aad  say  It  was  likely  the 
conscription  sergeant  wauld  ba  likely 
coming  up  this  way.  "Let  him  come."

After  we  got  aboard  again  "Scotty" 
said  he  was  going  to  try  and  get  the 
Job  to  come  up  and  get  all  the  boys  If 
conscription  came  In.  He  was  Im- 
mediately Jumped  on  for  this,  as  the 
evening  before.  In  Nootka  Sound,  he  had 
been  sticking  up  stoutly  for  Bourassa 
and  claimed  It  was  Uncle  Sam's  duty  to 
give  us  a  rest  and  furnish  the  men.

At  the  recent  convention  In  Mont- 
real of  the  medical  men  of  Canada,  an 
address  was  given  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Adams,  of  Ottawa,  on  the  subject  of 
the  public  health  aspects  of  town  plan- 
ning, in  which  he  stated  that  the  pov- 
erty and  degeneracy  in  the  largest 
cities'  of  Canada  was  no  greater  than 
that  to  be  found  In  many  of  the  scatter- 
ed fural  districts. 

Referring    to    rural    development,    ha 
stated    that    fertile   land   nearest   to   the 
market   is  destroyed  for  produettvo  pur- 
poses.     Bad     Insanitary    conditions    aro' 
created    by   the'  forced   sales   of  land   In 
scattered  lots,  because  It  wss  Impossible 
to    get      satisfactory      sanitation      with 
scattered    development.      The    chief    de- 
fect,   he    said,    In    connection    with    the 
system    of    rural    development    in    Can- 
ada  in    the  past    was   that   rural    torrl-j 
tory   had   been-  planned  for  purposes  of 
speculation      Instead      of    for    economlo' 
use. 

As  speculation  Is  Injurious  to  pro- 
duction, it  was  strange  that  the  err! 
of  "dear  food"  was  so  long  in  coming,' 
and  that  living  conditions  were  as 
healthy  and  as  satisfactory  as  they 
are. 

"Public  health  conditions  cannot  bo 
solved'  without  regard  to  economic  con- 
ditions." he  said.  Tho. fact  that  70  per 
cent  of  the  wells  in  rural  Canada  aro 
contaminated  may  be  a  direct  cause  of 
disease,  he  said,  but  the  first  causes 
arise  from  the  want  of  education,  so- 
cial intercourse,  and  the  proper  situa- 
tion of  farm  buildings  to  make  rural 
sanitation  possible. 

He  drew  attention  to  the  degenerate 
conditions  of  people  In  the  back  dis- 
tricts In  ths  township  of  Hastings. 
These  people  were  la  poverty  living  on 
unproductive  land,  and  the  children 
were  brought  up  In  an  Immoral  atmos- 
phere. These  facts,  he  said,  wore 
brought  out  in  a  report  made  by  Sir 
William  Mullock. 

Continuing  Mr.  Adams  said  that  while 
there  has  been  a  satisfactory  Increase 
of  population,  production  and  wealth  In 
Canada,  there  has  been  an  Inadequate 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  con- 
serving and  developing  the  resources, 
that  to  conserve  and  develop  these  rO- 
sources  there  must  ho  a  sound  ecoaomlo 
foundation,  and  If  this  were  secured 
many  of  our  expensive  palliatives  would 
he  entirely  unnecessary.  It  was  futile, 
however,  he  said,  to  blame  the  specula- 
tor altogether,  or  to  grumble  at  Individ- 
ual defects  in  matters  of  public  health, 
or  to  promote  systems  of  education,  co- 
operation or  rural  credit  "so  long  as  w« 
have  tho  present  system  of  land  do-' 
velopmoat  at  the  foundation  of  our  so-1 
«lal  structure- 
Speaking  of  tho  returned  soldiers' 
problem,  ho  said,  to  organ  las  their  plac- 
Ing  on  the  land  under  the  present  con- 
ditions would  bef.a  fatal  policy.  "We 
bear  that  they  don't  want  to  go  on  tho 
land."  bo  said  "This  Is  probably  not 
because  they  object  te  farming,  but  be- 
cause trader  present  conditions  farming 
does  not  pay,  aad  moot  areas  avallabla 
for  settlement  aro  too  remote  from  tho 
market.  We  mast  make  ruraf  condi- 
tions right  for  a  gonad  economic  aad 
social  organisation  to  bo  built  up.  and 
than  tho  problem  of  tho  returned  sol-

If 
a  girl  Is  willing  to  work  sad  wants  to 
keep  straight  ah*  can  keep. straight.

I  always  did 
whatever  honest  work  offered  In  order 
that  I  might  have  money  to  develop 
my  voice.  Any  girl,  anywhere,  who  Is 
willing  to  make  the  sacrifice  to  de- 
velop her  talent  may  do  the  same.

turies, and  from  which  it  bad  suffered 
all  the  horrors  of  war.

tlcate. 

"Study  the  lower  animals.  They  mas- 
ticate. It  mare  the  facial  expression 
of  every  one  of  them.  Nothing  is  more 
irritating  in  tho  cow  than  what  one 
might  call  the  'chawing  gum*  move- 
ment* of  her  Jaws.  Once  only  did  X 
see  a  cow  with  her  face  In  repose- 
she  waa  asleep— I  cannot  tell  you  what 
a  different  animal  she  appeared;  there 
was  a  charm,  a  spirituality  in  her  thst 
passe*  words.  The  chief  superiority 
of  man  over  the  animal  creation  ha* 
hitherto  lain  in  hie  polite  disposal  of 
food.  But  what  do  I  see  today  when 
I  enter  this  club?  It  pains  me  to  elt 
at  the  table  of  this  club  with  my  fel- 
low-clubmen, to  watch  their  meticulous 
chewing,  their  avoidance  of  random 
conversation  leet  they  should  fall  to 
'Fletcherlse,'  their  animal  absorption  In 
calories  end   carbo-hydrates. 

"What  will  be  the  result— a  result 
that  will  outlast  the  war  and  the  days 
of  scarcity?"  demanded  our  auper-pes- 
slmlst  "I  have  watched  «ome  of  you 
men  today.  Here's  Wllaon — whose 
boast  la  that  he  la  living  on  bran  at 
about  two-pence  a  day.  Have  you 
ever  observed  a  rabbit — the  eternal 
twitch,  of  the  nostril* — the  drawing  In 
of  nourishment  by  mere  respiratory  ef- 
fort? .Wilson's  becoming  like  that.  I 
lunched  next  to  him  today.  It  waa  like 
lunching  with  a  Belgian  hare.  I^ook  at 
Smith — hla  brag  I*  that  he  is  patri- 
otically living  on  oat*.  Smith  neigh* 
now  when  ho  laughs. 

"Some  of  you  are  proud  that  you  can 
get  along  eo  easily  without  augar.  You 
think  It  has  made  no  difference  to 
you?  Ask  your  wives,  children,  ser- 
vant*, employee* — anyone  who  has  to 
live  With  you — If  there  le  no  difference. 
Sugar  a  food  only.  Bah!"  cried  the  eo- 
per-peuslmlst.  "It  was  more  than  that. 
There  isn't  much  sweetness  In  human 
nature;  what  there  waa  was  given  by 
sugar  in  our  food.  It  le  Impossible 
for  me  to  tell  you  how  unpleasant  all 
you  men  have  become  without  your 
sugar.  Xot  even'  the  loaa  of  your  beer 
embittered    you   all    so. 

"These  experiments  on  the  human 
constitution,'  continued  our  euper-pes- 
slmlst,  "are  not  easily  rectlfled.  Some 
of  you.  of  course,  will  perish— so  much 
the  better  for  yourselvse.  Others  will 
survive,  but  do  you  think  you  can  go 
back  to  your  old  diet  again?  Not  you. 
The  flrst  full  mean,  with  a  pint  of  Brit- 
ish ale,  would  kilt  you — you  are  rab- 
bits,  gentlemen,   rabbits! 

"I  win  not  dwell,"  ended  our  super- 
pesslmiet,  "on  other  tragic  aspoote  of 
these  days.  I  learn  from  my  papers 
that  there  will  be  very  little  coal  next 
Winter;  very  little  elothhur.  Bode  ele- 
mentary nourishment:  no  arttflcial  heat; 
wood  aad  plaited  leaves.  Ob,  no.  gen- 
tlemen. Don't  try  to  ten  mo  that  you 
ran  cease  through  all  that  aad)  remain 
the  polished  creatures  you  flatter  yoor- 
aelvee  yew  atUX  era.  I  can  so*  you  at 
the  end  of  the  war.  I  eaa  saa  this 
club  (tt  It  sun.  estate).  A  eoterle  of 
cavemen:  each  snarling  ever  hie  ben*  on 
the  floor:  each  swathed  to  sitoaiMilssI 
lounge  suits  of  odd  tssbjIsUs*.  earth 
protected,  tike  the  erang-outaa.  with  a 
bids  of  rufous  hair."

"Let.  us  refer  to  some  samples:  After 
Belgian  soil  had  suffered  la  tbo  aeroa- 
teeeth  centtry  from  the  ravages  of  the 
Thirty  Tears'  War,  it  had  seen  at  the 
beginning  of  tho  eighteenth  century  dur- 
ing the  war  of  the  Spanish  Succession, 
the  Prench  *  troops  lighting  their  ndver— 
oarlee;  it  wss  there  that  took  place 
notably,  between  Prance  and  England, 
at  that  time  the  ally  of  tho  German 
Empire,  the  battles  of  Ram  lilies  (170S) 
and  of  Audenarde  (1701). 

"At  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century 
when  Austria,  ths  ally  of  Prussia, 
attacked  revolutionary  France,  It  was 
again  in  Belgium  that  the  latter  once 
more  met  tho  troops  of  central  Europe; 
ahe  beat  them  at  Jemappea,  the  7th  No- 
vember, 1713,  and  by  the  vlotory  of 
Fleurus  (IS  June,  1784)  put  an  end  to 
tho  domination  of  the  Hapeburgs  over 
these  provinces.  During  her  union  to 
Prance,  Belgium  enjoyed  the  peace 
which  neither  the  Spanish  nor  Austrian 
dominations  had  been  able  to  assure 
her.  She  again  became  the  theatre  of 
hostilities  on  the  fall  of  the  power  of 
Napoleon,  when  the  latter  fought  the 
Prussians  and  the  English,  at  that  time 
their  ally,  at  L-igny  and  at  Waterloo 
(IS  aad  IS  Juno,  1I1C). 

e  ova  * 

"After  the  revolution  of  Brussels  la 
1SS0,  by  which  the  Belgian*  declared 
their  wish  to  become  an  independent  and 
distinct  national  state,  the  great  power* 
had  the  desire,  ln  the  Interest  of  her 
population,  and,  moreover.  In  that  of 
general  peace  to  prevent  Belgium  from 
again  becoming  a  theatre  of  hostilities. 
It  waa  with  this  object  that  they  placed 
her  In  a  condition  of  perpetual  neu- 
trality, a  Juridical  condition  different 
from  that  of  other  neutral*,  whose  neu- 
trality only  rested  upon  their  own  will 
and  was  not  guaranteed  by  special 
treaty. 

"The  protocol  of  the  SOth  January, 
1131,  signed  by  Austria,  France,  Oroat 
Britain,  Prussia  and  Russia  laid  down 
la  article  s  that:  'Belgium  shall  form 
a  perpetually  neutral  state.  The  five 
powers  guarantee  her  this  perpetual 
neutrality,  likewise  the  Inviolsblllty  of 
her  territory.'  The  neutrality  of  Bel- 
gium waa  confirmed  by  the  said  treaty 
la  twenty-four  articles  signed  by  the 
earns  powers  the  ISth  October,  1831. 
Belgium  adhered  to  this  treaty  by  a 
new  treaty  of  the  llth  November,  1SS1, 
which  added  a  twenty-fifth  article  giv- 
ing to  this  neutrality  the  guarantee  of 
the  five  power*.  Finally,  Belgian  neu- 
trality waa  further  consecrated  by  the 
Joining  of  Holland  In  the  treaty  of  the 
twenty-four  articles,  by  the  Treaty  of 
London,  of  the  ISth  April,  1S3S. 

"This  neutrality  had,  until  1S14,  been 
the  mean*  of  enabling  Belgium  to  es- 
cape being  made  a  Held  of  hostilities. 
In  particular,  the  war  of  ll?t  waa  able 
to  develop  itself  without  Infringing  on 
Belgian  neutrality.  On  that  occasion 
England,  anxious  to  carry  out  her  obli- 
gation as  a  guaranteeing  power,  signed 
with  each  of  the  belligerents  a  treaty 
by  which  ehe  engaged  herself  to  take 
np  arms  against  the  one  which  violated 
Belgian  neutrality. 

"Thus,  until  19M,  Belgian  neutrality 
achlved  Ite  object  of  reetrainlng  hostil- 
ities and  of  causing  them  to  completely 
avoid  a  territory  which  had  been  fre- 
quently ravaged  by  them.  It  has  been 
for  almoat  a  century  the  most  efficaci- 
ous pacific  institution  of  contemporary 
history. 

"The  Juridical  consequences  of  this 
neutrality  are  ia  part  indicated  by  the 
general  dispositions  of  the  Convention 
V.  concerning  the  rights  and  duties  of 
neutral   powers  In  cess    of    war  upon 
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t  The  Haaru*  IB   1*07. 
notably,     by     Oenaaay.

It  wee  the  duty 
Of  Germany  to  respect  tbo  neutrality 
mt  Belgium;  it  was  Austria's  duty  to 
respect  thla  neutrality,  aad  tt  wee  the 
duty  of  Belgium,  oo  bar  part,  to  resist 
by  every  means  ia  her  power  tbo  *n- 
treaee  of   belligerents   upea   her   terrl- 
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"Independently  of  these  simple  refu- 
tatloao  upon  tbo  grounds  of  right  the 
German  tbeelo  confounds  Itself  by  two 
objection*  at  once  decisive. 

"In  tbo  flrst  place  It  ia  not  true  that 
by  allowing  the  German  troops  to  pass 
over  her  territory  Belgium  could  have 
avoided  the  evils  of  war.  That  could 
only  have  been  true  if  the  passage  bad 
been  momentary,  of  abort  duration,  aad 
followed  by  a  complete  aad  rapid  vic- 
tory over  France.  That  might  have 
been  the  German  illusion  at  the  begin- 
ning of  August,  1814,  but  this  llluoion 
was  dispelled  at  the  Msrne.  Prance  not 
being  promptly  crushed.  Franco  resist- 
ing and  making  a  counter  offensive,  the 
German  troops  prolonged  their  sojourn 
ln  Belgium,  they  fought  there;  it  was 
there  that  the  troops  of  the  Entente 
oame  to  attach  them. 

"Thus  Belgium  became  tho  theatre  of 
hostilities  contrary  to  her  wishes,  aad 
to  what  Germany  and  Austria  had 
promised'  and  guaranteed  in  instituting 
her  perpetual  neutrality.  Therefore,  It 
Is  not  Belgium  who  Is  responsible,  but 
Germany. 

"Ia  the  scoon*>  plaoe,  even  by  sup- 
posing a  greater  success  of  the  Ger- 
man plana,  and  the  struggle  carried  on 
wholly  outeldo  of  Belgian  territory,  it 
is  not  true  that  la  allowing  the  German 
troops  to  pass  Belgium  could  have 
avoided  compromising  herself  In  the 
war. 

"The  authorisation  of  passage  which 
ahe  had  thus  givsn  contrary  to  her  In- 
ternational obligations,  to  her  pledged 
word,  to  her  exalted  aim  as  aa  institu- 
tion of  peace,  would  have  rendered  bar 
an  accomplice  of  tho  Central  Powers. 
Belgium  would  have,  thus,  taken  the 
pert  of  the  latter  against  Prance,  who 
would  thenceforth  have  been  la  the 
right  to  treat  her  as  an  enemy.  Bel- 
glum  would  have  thus  been  engulfed  ln 
the  war. 

"In  every  conceivable  fashion  aad 
necessarily  too  the  action  of  Germany 
meat  have  condemned  Belgium  to  suffer 
all  the  evils  of  war,  and  that  1*  the 
Empire  which  muet  bear  the  responsi- 
bilities which  flow  from  it. 

•  •  e  * 

"The  notion  of  the  Allies  upon  Greek 
territory  I*  in  nowise  comparable  to 
the  violation  by  Germany  of  the  neu- 
trality of  Belgium  and  of  Luxemburg. 
While  Germany  was  bound  by  a  "treaty 
obliging  her  to  respect  the  neutrality  of 
Belgium,  no  treaty  of  this  species  ex- 
isted in  regard  to  Greece.  Neutrality 
was  to  the  latter  a  political  attitude 
which  she  took  and  could  abandon  at 
her  will.  Perpetual  neutrality  had  not 
been  conferred  upon  Greece  by  any 
treaty. 

"Quite  on  the  contrary,  France.  Great 
Britain  and  Ruesla  have  a  right  of  in- 
tervention in  regard  to  Greece  by  vir- 
tue of  international  acts  which  gave 
rise  to  the  foundations  of  this  state. 
Greece  I*  placed  under  the  protection 
of  the  three  powers  by  virtue  of  the 
Treaty  of  London,  of  the  Sth  July,  1M7, 
of  the  protocol  of  tho  3rd  February. 
1S30,  and  of  the  Convention  of  the  7th 
May,  1SSS.  The  Treaty  of  London  of 
the  istlr  July.  llfl.  which  settled  the 
succession  to  the  Hellenic  throne  of 
Prince  William  of  Denmark  (King 
George  I.)  toy*  down  in  Article  three: 
'Greece,  under  the  sovereignty  of  Prince 
William  of  Denmark  and  the  guarantee 
of  the  three  courts  forms  an  independ- 
ent, constitutional,  monarchical  state.' 

"The  treaties  formally  foreseeing  a 
military  action  of  the  three  powers  up- 
on Greek  eoll  and  exacting  that  she  be 
consecrated  amongst  them,  Article  s,  of 
the  protocol  of  the  3rd  February,  1130, 
lays  down:  'No  troops  belonging  to  one 
of  the  three  contracting  pewere  shall 
enter  upon  the  territory  of  the  new 
Greek  state  without  the  assent  of  th# 
oher  two  signatory  courts  of  the  treaty.' 

"The  sending  of  the  troops  Of  the 
Entente  to  Salonlca  was  effectuated  in 
order  to  permit  Greece  te  execute  her 
treaty  of  alliance  of  ISIS  with  Serbia. 
By  virtue  of  thla  treaty  Greece  was 
obliged  to  defend  Serbia  against  the 
attack  which  menaced  her.  But  Serbia 
was  obliged,  in  order  to  obtain  this  as- 
sistance to  furnish  a  contingent  pt 
U0.000  men.  The  Allied  troops  seat  to 
Salonlca  were  to  take  tho  place  of  this 
contingent  which  Serbia  could  not  fur- 
nish. 

"Finally,  the  eending  of  troops  of  tbo 
Entente  to  Salonlca.  waa  done  st  the  re- 
quest of  the  Oreeh  Prima  Minister.  Mr. 
Ventselos.  sa  soon  ss  Sir  Edward  Grey 
had  made  It  known  In  tho  Mouse  of 
Commons  on  tho  lath  April,  ISIS.  The 
Greek  Government,  it  is  true,  afterwards 
changed  its  opinion,  but  this  change 
waa  tardy,  having  intervened  after  tbo 
putting  Into  movement  of  the  troops, 
that  Mr.  Venlteles.  who  made  the  call 
for  this  intervention,  leaned  upea  tho 
majority  of  tho  last  Greek  Parliament 
elected  .in  due  form  aad  representing 
the  whole  of  the  Hellenic  people,  but, 
on  tho  other  hand,  those  who  have  suc- 
ceeded htm  In  the  Government  have  not 
seen  fit  to  keep  the  word  of  alliance 
given  by  Greece  to  Serbia"— Translate 
for  The  Colonist.         *

Many  Work  Sixty  Hours  Per 
Week  in  Teuton  ^Munition 
Factories  —  Twenty-Four* 
Hour  Shifts  Common 


Between  the  year*  IIS!  and  1907  tho 
number  of  women  employed  In  German 
Industries  Increased  from  4^  to  8V» 
millions.     Tot   In   the  latter   year  ouly 

SS.aea  women  found  employment  in 
metal  work*  because  of  the  unsuitable 
Ity  of  women  for  the  heavy  work  in- 
volved. 

The  war  has  changed  all  thla,  for  on 
July  1.  l»l«,  ao  fewer  than  3,S37,Stu 
women  were  at  work  In  the  metal 
trades,  which  •means,  of  course,  the 
munition  industries. 

During  August  and  September,  last 
year  the  German  Metal  Workers"  Union 
Investigated  the  condition*  under  which 
the  women  were  working,  and  publish- 
ed the  results  in  a  pamphlet,  "Women's 
War  Work  in  the  Metal  Industry."  It 
lo  an  appalling  indictment  of  the  slav- 
ery which  Is  possible  under  Kultur.  We 
have  heard  a  great  deal  about  welfare 
work  for  the  German  masses  before  the 
war,  but  In  order  to  be  freed  from  such 
trammels  the  Reichstag  passed  an  em- 
ergency law  in  August,  1914,  giving  the 
Chancellor  power  to  aet  aside  all  the 
factory  lawa  and  regulatlona  for  the 
well-being  of  women,  young  people  and 
children  employed  in  factories.  It  would 
seem  that  Herr  Bethmann  Hollweg  has 
made  extensive  us*  of  his  power*. 
▼*ry   Jiong  Moan 

The  working  hours  of  39  per  cent  of 
the  women  were  found  to  be  64  In  the 
week,  while  S3  per  cent  of  them  work 
over  SO  hours  weekly.  In  many  caaes 
It  waa  found  that  women  put  ln  7G  to 
st  Hours  tn  the-waelr. — The  shift  work- 
ere  In  some  cases  work  17  to  34  hours 
at  a  stretch. 

Concerning  those  engaged  In  Sllasla 
the  report  says:  "Same  cloak-room  ac- 
commodation for  men  and  women;  no 
opportunities  to  wash  themselves,  and 
tho  women  are  hollow-cheeked,  their' 
eyes  sunken  and  apathetic,  while  all 
sense  for  the  Joy  of  life  has  disap- 
peared." 

In  Krupp's  works  at  Xasen  there  la 
no  ventilation.  The  women  had  to  lay 
oa  the  driving  belts  themselves,  which 
Is  dangerous  on  account  of  their 
clothe*.  Workwomen  are  often  carried 
out  of  the  factorlee  unconacloue,  saya 
the  report,  while  the  descriptions  Which 
tt  contains  of  the  cloakrooms — In  many 
cases  the  absence  of  the  same— are 
quite   unquotable. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  accom- 
modation for  meal*  la  had.  Th*  women 
have  to  sit  on  th*  ground  t*  eat,  and 
where  a  room  i*  provided  it  I*  always 
too  small.  The  dining  hall  in  one  Ber- 
lin factory  where  700  women  are  em- 
ployed ha*  nitting  accommodation  for 
30,  and  aa  only  one  hour  1*  allowed  for 
the  midday  meal  it  la  Impossible  for  the 
women  to  go  home. 

During  the  war  German  Socialist 
leader*  have  tried  many  times  to  In- 
duce the  Reiohstag  ato  recall  the  emer- 
gency law  and  to  improve  the  conditions 
under  which  German  women  war-slaves 
are  compelled  to  work.  They  have 
achieved  nothing— a  fact  which  should 
be  instructive  to  those  optimists  who 
expect  Oerman  Socialists  to  influence 
Germany's  war  and  foreign  policy.— 
London   Dally  Mall.

Prince**  Royal  Ulead  Is  now  attract- 
ing attention,  principally  on  account  of 
Ibe  4t*eovery  of  a  cewpto  of  rich  aad 
well-defined  Assure  veins  of  quarts  In 
the  Interior  of  the  northern  end.  These 
voln*  are  more  or  lees  parallel  with  a 
general  strike  of  N  I  deg.  W.  (mag- 
netic), end  dip  about  41  dog.  to  tho 
westward.  The  etrlke  la  parallel  with 
the  mountain  upheaval,  and  work  on  the 
reins  along  the  steep  mountain  side 
has  proved,  aa  would  be  expected,  the 
dip  to  become  more  vertical  with  depth. 
About  It  claims  have  been  staked  along 
the  outcrops,  and  good  value  baa  been 
obtained  from  the  surface  at  many 
points  widely  apart 

The  north  end  of  Princess  Royal  Isl- 
and is  composed  of  bold  granite  moun- 
talns,  with  eharecteristie  rounded  tope. 
The  granite  ie  coarsely  crystalline,  the 
large  crystals  of  hornblende  looking 
intensely  black  on  the  pure  whit* 
ground  of  ortnoclase  feldspar  and 
quarts.  The  two  veins  are  aaaociated 
with  a'  broad  atrip  of  hornblende  gneiss 
from  l,ttt  to  S.000  feet  wide,  which  lies 
In  the  granite  bad  very  possibly  repre- 
eente  a  remnant  of  a  mass  of  metamor- 
phosed sedlmentnrles.  which  in  the  final 
change  were  converted  into  hornblende 
granite.  This  gneiss  belt  runs  north 
and  south,  and  between  It  and  the  gran- 
ite to  the  east  lie  the  quarts  veins, 
separated  by  a  belt  of  schistose  epidotlo 
rock  varying  from  60  to  300  feet  In 
width.  Of  tha  two  veins,  the  smaller 
or  west  lodge  la  the  richer  and  lies 
between  the  gneiss,  which  forms  the 
hanging  wall,  and  epidotlo  rock,  which 
forme  the  foot-wall. 

On  the  Princess  Royal  group  of  min- 
eral claims  the  average  width  of  the 
vein  Is  4  feet,  but  the  value  la  chiefly 
confined  to  the  paystreak,  which  gen- 
erally lies  on  the  foot-wall,  and  IS  per- 
haps en  the  average  S  feet  wide.  It 
baa  never  been  leas  than  St  inches  In 
width,  and  occasionally  baa  filled  the 
entire  vain.  The  east,  er  large  vein,  baa 
for  its  hanging  wall  the  chlorine  rock, 
with  the  granite  as  a  foot-wall.  The 
width  of  the  ledge  varies  from  0  to  S 
feet,  and  even  more,  but  the  ere  on  the 
average  Is  low  grade,  containing  from 
lit  to  ISO  per  ton  of  gold,  silver  and 
copper.  There  le,  however,  eome  rich 
rock  in  the  vein,  as  samplee  have  assay- 
ed aa  high  aa  tltO  per  ton.  The  value 
In  both  veins  Is  chiefly  In  gold,  and,  up 
to  the  present  surface  examination  and 
exploration  by  rock  work  Indicate  per- 
manency In  value. 


The  principal  route  from  the  shore  to 
the  interior  of  the  north  end  of  Prin- 
cess Royal  Island  Is  from  the  bead  of 
Burt  Inlet,  which  Is  about  13  miles  long 
and  opens  into  Campania  Sound  on  the 
west'  side  of  the  Island.  Any  of  the 
West  Coast  coasting  steamers  will  land 
passengers,  who  have  previously  made 
arrangements  at  the  office  of  the  steam- 
ship, at  the  head  of  Surf  Inlet  where 
there  is  a  floating  wharf  and  small 
dwelling  houee  belonging  to  Mr.  Find- 
lay. .  Three  hundred  yards  from  the 
bead  of  this  inlet  lies  Cougar  Lake, 
which  is  one  of  a  chain  of  three  lakes 
draining  a  considerable  area  of  land. 
The  water  from  this  natural  system  of 
reservoirs  drains  through  a  short 
stream  terminating  In  a  fall,  over  which 
a  huge  volume  of  water  tumbles  Into 
the  sea,  a  potential  force  of  more  than

The  velna  have  been  explored  most 
thoroughly  on  the  Princess  Royal  group, 
Which  comprlsee  the  Prlncees  Royal, 
Sadie  and  Excelsior  mineral  claims. 
These  claims  have  been  surveyed  and 
represent  a  total  area  of  ISO  acres.

Messrs.  Kelly  and  Cleveland  own 
seven  claims  adjoining  the  Princess 
Royal  group.  The  Homeetake,  Anaconda. 
Turner  fraction  and  Summit  are  owned 
by  Messrs.  Cliff,  Howden,  McMillan  and 
others. 

This  la  an  excellent  mining  camp  and 
will  be  the  scene  of  busy  operations  In 
th*  futuro,  as  the  ore  is  rich  and  can 
bear  the  heavy  mining  and  transporta- 
tion charges. 

Oood  aesalts  During  Meat  Waree  Year* 
The  mining  recorder's  reports  for  the 
three  years,  1103,  1114  and  1001,  briefly 
showed  encouraging  results  of  opera- 
tions, and  that  ore  waa  chipped  to  the 
smelting  works.  For  1103  he  reported: 
"Under  the  management  of  Mr.  Tweedle, 
extensive  development  work  Is  being 
prosecuted  on  the  Princess  Royal  group, 
shipments  of  ore  being  made  from  time 
to  time  to  the  Crof ton  smelting  works, 
Vancouver  Island.  The  value  of  the  ore 
continues  to  range  high,  the  net  smelter 
returns  being  very  gratifying.  About 
twenty  miners  have  been  steadily  em- 
ployed during  the  season.  The  ore  was 
conveyed  from  the  mine  to  Surf  Inlet 
on  horses  and  in  boats,  and  shlppef 
thence  to  Crof  ton  by  C.P.R.  steamers." 
For  1104  the  reptrt  was:  "The  Prin- 
cess Royal  group  continues  to  make 
shipments  to  the  smelting  works,  the 
returns  from  whleh  maintain  their 
value  as  well  aa  the  first  shipments 
did.  Twenty  men  are  constantly  em- 
ployed, aad  the  C.P.R.  steamers  now 
call  for  ore." 

For  1905,  the  mining  recorder  re- 
ported: "The  Princess  Royal  group  has 
been  steadily  worked  during  the  season, 
with  very  encouraging  results,  a  num- 
ber of  ehlpments  of  ore  having  been 
made,  giving  good  returns.  A  new  com- 
pany has  been  formed  In  London,  Eng- 
land, with  a  capital  of  £600,000  sterling, 
to  take  over  this  property  and  some  ad- 
Joining  ones.  It  Is  the  intention  ta 
utilise  the  waterfalls  from  Cougar  Lake 
to  generate  power  for  an  electric  power 
and  lighting  plant,  In  order  more  econ- 
omically to  handle  the  ore,  which  in  the 
past  haa  had  to  be  handled  a  number 
of  times,  both  by  pack  train  and  boat. 
In  order  to  get  it  to  aalt  water." 

No  information  Is  at  hand  relating  to 
the  causee  for  discontinuance  of  mining 
on  the  Princess  Royal  group,  nor  does 
there  seem  to  have  been  much  done 
on  tha  island  after  until  the  Surf  Inlet 
Gold  Mines,  of  Vancouver,  undertook 
the  development  of  the  D.L.S.  group,  ad 
the  claims  held  by  Mr.  Cleveland  and 
his  associates  were  then  known  aa  in 
recent  years  the  attention  of  the  Tono- 
pah-Belmont Development  Company  was 
drawn  to  the  property  by  Mr.  C.  B. 
Verrill,  and  the  story  of  the  outcome  is 
told  in  the  following  excerpts  from 
the  "Annual  Report  of  the  Minister  of 
Mines"  for  1914  and  ltlt.  In  the 
former  year  the  report  Included  thla 
account:

"During  January  and  February  the 
property  waa  examined  by  tho  Tonopah- 
Relmont  Development  Company  of 
Philadelphia.  The  above  company  took 
a  working  bond  on  the  property  in 
April,  and  immediately  thereafter  began 
the  installation  of  a  compressor  plant 
and  mining  equipment  with  which  to 
carry  on  development  work. 

"A  10 -drill  compressor  plant  was  In- 
stalled, entire  new  camp  buildings  bulR. 
and  actual  underground  work  started 
about  August   1st 

"A  new  tunnel  was  started  about  300 
feet  below  the  workings  developed  by 
tho  Surf  Inlet  Company,  and  about  boo 
feet  above  tha  level  of  the  lake,  which 
is  at  the  base  of  the  mountain  on  which 
the  mine  Is  situated.

The 
preeldent  of  tale  company  la  Mr.  Clyde 
A.  Roller,  also  preeldent  of  the  Tono- 
pah  company.  The  secretary  and  treas- 
urer la  Mr.  K.  Kltto,  also  holding  the 
same  office  in  the  parent  company. 
Thus  far  there  are  only  three  directors 
of  the  Belmont  Canadian  Company— Mr. 
Heller,  Mr.  Kltto  and  myself;  the  Idea 
being  to  Increase  the  else  and  scope  of 
this  organisation  only  in  proportion  to 
the  magnitude  of  its  operations.  Tho 
superintendent  at  the  mjn*,  is  Mr.  F.  W. 
Holler,  for  eome  years  connected  with 
the  Tonopah  Company's  operations  in 
Nevada  and  Mexico.  He  has  about 
forty-dve  to  fifty  men  at  the  mine,  and 
has  built  a  first-class  camp,  which  offers 
very  comfortable  accommodations  not 
only  for  the  employees,  but  for  any 
visitors  who  are  Interested  in  looking 
over  the  operations." 
Belmont  Canadian  Mines,  Ltd.,  in  1910 
In  the  "Annual  Roport"  for  1»14.  the 
following    appeared: 

The  most  important  mining  enter- 
prise waa  the  taklng-up  of  the  option 
given  by  the  Burf  Inlet  Mines*  Limited, 
to  the  Tonopah-Belmont  Mining  Com- 
pany, of  Philadelphia,  of  the  property 
situated  at  Surf  Inlet  Princess  Royal 
Island;  a  cash  payment  of  1140,000  hav- 
ing been  made  in  December,  1015.  The 
Burf  Inlet  Minee,  Limited,  still  retains 
a  one-fifth  interest  in  the  property.  The 
following  report  on  the  year'a  opera- 
tione  was  furnished  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Hol- 
lar, superintendent: 

"During  the  year  1016  work  la  this 
district  waa  limited  to  the  continued  de- 
velopment of  the  Burf  Inlet  mine  by 
the  Belmont  Canadian  Minee,  Limited, 
and  assessment  work  on  surrounding 
claims.  No  new>  discoveries  were  made, 
but  the  ore-botBes  Jn  the  Burf  Inlet 
mine  were  proton  to  extend  an  addi- 
tional 310  feet  in  depth,  and  on  that 
level  they  averaged  almost  as  large  and 
of  the  same  grade  as  In  the  upper  levels. 
"The  Burf  Inlet  mine  waa  optioned  to 
the  pressnt  owners  early  In  1914,  and 
on  April  1st  of  that  year  work  waa 
started,  building  roads  to  tbe  mine,  con- 
structing camp  buildings  and  installing 
a  steam  ami  air-compressor  plant  On 
July  1st  work  was  started  in  both  of 
the  upper  tunnels  started  by  the  first 
owners,  and  alsd  in  a  new  tunnel  3S0 
feet  vertically  below.  From  that  date 
operations  have  been  carried  on  con- 
tinuously With  a  crew  of  from  fifty  to 
sixty  men,  and  over  7,100  feet  of  drifts, 
crosscuts  and  raises  driven. 

"The  ore  areas  in  the  upper  tunnels 
have  been  somewhat  enlarged  by  the 
new  work  and  their  outlines  more  ac- 
curately located.  In  the  new  tunnel. 
340  feet  below,  the  same  ore-bodies  have 
been  developed.  They  average  about 
the  same  In 'else  and  value  as  on  the 
upper  levels  and  exhibit  (similar  char- 
acteristics. 

"In  this  district  the  ore  is  a  white 
pyrltlferous  Quarts,  carrying  principally 
gold  with  a  little  copper  and  silver.  It 
occurs  in  lenticular  masses  along  well- 
defined  sheared  sones  In  gn  els  sold  gran- 
ite. The  general  strike  of  the  main 
sheared  sone  le  north  and  south  and 
the  dip  about  40  degrees  west.  In 
places  the  eheared  sone  is  aa  wide  aa 
260  feet;  but  the  quarts  lenses  are  rare- 
ly over  SO  feet  wide  and  they  will 
average  about  10  feet,  with  a  maximum 
length  of  usually  under  400  feet.  As 
a  rule,  the  larger  and  the,  greater  num- 
ber of  ore  lenses  are  found  near  the 
foot-Wall  of  the  sheared  sone,  but  some 
art  has  been  found  near  the  hanging 
wall,  and  with  further  exploration  more 
may  bo  found. 

"On  December  Slst  the  Belmont  Can- 
adian Mines,  Limited,  exercised  ite  op- 
tion on  the  Burf  Inlet  mine,  and  during 
the  present  year  will  build  a  dam  at 
the  outlet  of  Cougar  Lake  in  connec- 
tion With  a  hydro-electric  plant  on  tide- 
water. Some  method  of  transportation 
between  the  mine  and  the  head  of  Burf 
Inlet  will  be  needed  at  once,  and  it  is 
possible  that,  a  narrow  gauge  electric 
road  will  be  constructed.  At  the  mine 
a  modern  mill  for  tho  extraction  of  tha 
gold  from  the  ore  will  he  built  and  a 
new  mine  plant  Installed  to  ensure  n 
steady  output.  New  camp  buildings 
will  be  btfllt  as  soon  as  possible"

"Tbe  Installation  of  the  hydro  electric 
power  plant  and  the  transportation  sys- 
tem baa  been  practically  completed,  and 
the  construction  of  the  mining  aad  mill- 
lag  plants  Is  well  under  way.  The 
progreaa  of  tbe  construction  work  has 
been  somewhat  retarded  by  delayed  de- 
liveries of  material  and  machinery,  and 
by  unusually  severe  Winter  weather,  and 
the  construction  costs  have  been  higher 
than  originally  estimated,  because  of 
the  prevailing  market  aad  labor  con- 
ditions. Throughout  the  design  and 
location,  tho  probability  of  future  plant 
enlargement  has  been  considered. 

"The  layout  of  the  mine  plant  haa 
been  governed  by  the  necessity  of  han- 
dling economically  supplies  and  prod- 
ucts. The  railway  from  Paradise  Creek 
haa  its  terminal  on  a  comparatively  flat 
area,  which  Is  used  for  railway  and 
storage  yards,  warehouses,  etc.  From 
the  mine  end  of  the  railway,  and  form- 
ing a  continuation  of  the  railway,  an 
incline  tramway  with  rope  haulage 
operated  by  an  electric  hoist  extends 
up  the  btU  to  the  No.  3  tunnel,  this 
tramway  with  the  railway  forming  the 
base  line  alongside  of  which  tha  sev- 
eral plant  units  are  placed. 

"The  air-compressor  and  boiler  plant 
are  housed  In  a  wooden  building,  30  by 
73  feet  the  main  compressor  being  a 
Canadian  Ingersoll-Rand  two-stage  belt 
driven  machine  of  the  modern  left-valve 
type.  The  original  machine,  a  steam 
driven  compressor  of  460  cubic  feet  cap- 
acity will  be  kept  in  reserve.  In  the 
compressor  room  there  are  two  General 
Electric  motor  driven  centrifugal  com- 
pressors, which  furnish  the  supply  of 
low  pressure  air  to  the  flotation  con- 
centrators la  tha  mill.  The  compressor 
room  will  also  contain  the  motor  gener- 
ator est  for  the  operation  of  the  haulage 
systsm,  consisting  of  the  electric  rail- 
way and  the  etorage  battery  locomotive 
for  mine  haulage. 

"The  mine  cars  are  40  cubic  fact  cap- 
acity, gable  bottom,  side  dump  type.  In 
the  operation  of  the  haulage  system  tbe 
cars  are  loaded  at  the  wharf,  hauled  up 
over  the  dam  on  the  incline  engine  plane 
and  dropped  down  on  the  lighter.  The 
lighter  lsdtowed  to  the  Paradise  Creek 
wharf,  where  the  ears  are  transferred 
to  the  railway  and  hauled  to  tha  mine 
terminal.  * 

"The  metallurgical  treatment  of  the 
ore,  for  the  production  of  bullion  on  the 
ground,  Is  somewhat  complex.  After 
several  hundred  metallurgical  tests,  a 
combination  concentration  and  cyanid- 
tng  process  waa  found  beet  adapted.  The 
first  stage  of  the  concentrating  process 
covers  the  breaking  of  the  ore  by  a 
gyratory  crusher,  the  grinding  in  ball 
mills,  and  a  rough  concentration  on 
tables.

Bo  far;  we  have  been  given  very  few 
glimpses  of  the  players  ta  the  great 
submarine  game. 

We  know  what  they  are  like  on  tho 
other  side,  where  there  to  little  diver* 
alty  In  type.  And  the  character  of 
some  of  them  on  our  side  may  be  gath- 
ered by  a  glance  et  Cinderella,  one  of 
the  drudges  of  the  Flset.  busy  with 
her  dally   toll.  . 

Cinderella  was  not  the  name  painted 
on  her  lifebuoys,  nor  the  one  used  by 
th*  commodore's  clerk  in  official  corre- 
spondence. But  tb*  ship's  companies 
Of  ths  two  smart,  frolicsome  destroy- 
ers with  which  upon  occasion  she  tim- 
idly consorted  always  called  her  Cin- 
derella. This  -taiiy  affixed  to  bar  by 
facetious  bluejackets  In  a  spirit  of 
humorous  banter  deserlbed  the  ship 
and  her  functions  aptly  enough. 
"She  was  in  very  truth  a  kind  of  gen- 
eral drudge  In  comparison  with  her 
livelier  companions.  While  they  danced 
and  pirouetted  lightly  about  farther 
afield,  Cinderella  on  her  Inshore  sta- 
tion plodded  here  and  there,  "swooping 
and  dusting,"  and  did  the  work  thor- 
oughly. On  thla  aoare  the  destroyers 
which  put  on  a*  "ugly  sister"  airs  in 
their  attitude  towards  her,  had  n  word 
of  warm  approval  to  say  for  Clnd.r- 
ella. 

In  appearance  she  was  short  and 
pudgy,  low  In  the  waist,  high  at  stem 
and  stern.  Cleared  of  its  "fillings," 
her  hull  reminded  ono  in  ehapo  af  a 
slovenly,  Ill-fitting  boot  turned  up  at 
heel  and  toe  by  long  and  careless  wear. 

Aa  for  her  crew,  they  were  hardy 
"shell  backs,"  and  though  in  keeping 
with  the  times  and  their  present  occu- 
pation they  had  donned  naval  uniform, 
no  experienced  observer  could  have  mis- 
taken them  for  man-o'-wafg  men.

Aad  It  was  net  a  light  one  either. 
Only  men  inured  to  the  thing  by  long 
training  oould  have  "kept  their  stom- 
achs- during  all  the  bewildering  move- 
ments  she  made.  The  eeas  broke  over 
her;  they  swept  her  up,  they  dropped 
her  suddenly  down:  sometimes  eho 
etood  on  her  head,  sometime*  on  her 
heels.

tion he  could  not  see  why  the  railway 
ehould  not  be  brought  into  Quesnel  at 
a  reasonable  cost;  that  the  line  already 
constructed,  and  which  would  not  be 
used  in  that  event,  was  still  valuable 
on  account  of  the  excellent  ballast  that 
could  be  obtained  from  it;  that  river 
transportation  had  to  be  considered,  and 
a  track  should  be  laid  to  a  wharf  on 
the  river,  If  practicable,  and  he  thought 
It  was;  and  that  tho  line  was  meant  to 
serve  the  country,  not  to  be  simply  a 
railway  track  through  the  country,  and 
that  therefore  the  railway  should  be 
brought  to  the  points  .where  it  was 
needed.  He  qualified  Jnls  remarks  by 
saying  those  were  his  personal  conclu- 
sions, but  they  might  be  modified  when 
engineers  examined  the  ground  In  detail: 
but  as  It  appeared  to  him  now  there 
was  no  valid  reason  why  the  railway 
should  not  run  right  through  the  town, 
and  why  a  station  site  and  whsrfage 
facilities  should  not  be  provided  inside 
the  town  limits.

MS  HOW.  GERMANS 
WED  CANADIANS 


Lieut-Col.  H.  J.  Rous  Cullin 
Describes  Recent  Air  Raid — 
Enemy  Driven  Back  by  Anti- 
Aircraft  Guns    * 


Details  of  the  enemy's  recent  air 
raids  on  the  south  of  England,  ths 
story  of  how  thsy  brought  death  and 
deetructlon  to  several  military  camps 
and  villages,  told  In  a  vivid.  Illuminat- 
ing atyle,  are  given  In  a  letter  Juet  re- 
ceived here  by  Mre.  Cullin.  1S44  Minto 
Street,  from  her  husband.  Lieut. -Col.  H. 
J.  Roue  Cullin,  who  went  overseas  in 
May.  lftlft,  commanding  the  ftftth  Bat- 
talion. Ho  writes  as  follows  from  Dtb- 
gate  Camp,  Kent,  headquarters  of  the 
lftth    Canadian    Reserve    Battalion: 

"We  have  Just  been  through  a  most 
horrible  and  trying  ordeal,  and  I  can- 
not yet  realise  that  I  am  still  alive; 
Just  my  usual  devilish  luck,  I  expect. 
Anyhow,  in  spits  of  all  ths  dangers  I 
encountered  In  South  Africa  and 
France,  I  don't  ever  want  a  closer  call 
than  some  of  us  had  on  Friday  last  at 
C:lft  p.m.  I  have  been  In  three  Zep 
raids,  nights  full  of  horrors,  but  this 
waa  tenfold  worse,  aa  Frits  raided  us 
in  broad  daylight  with  1ft  or  1ft,  some 
aay  13,  huge  warplanas,  carrying  tor- 
pedoes aa  well  as  bombs.  I  may  here 
explain  that  an  A.  T.  Is  rather  bigger 
than  the  biggest  Zep  bomb. 

"It  happened  this  way.  It  waa  the 
evening  of  as  beautiful  a  Summer  day 
as  England  can  show,  whsn  she  is 
kind.  Hot,  with  a  slight  sea  breese 
and  not  a  cloud  In  tbo  aky.  We  dine 
at  ft  p.m.  over  here,  and  we  had  Just 
finished  our  soup  when  we  heard  two 
or  three  big  bangs.  Bangs  are  numer- 
ous here;  there  Is  a  bombing  area  close 
by.  But  this  was  the  wrong  time  for 
that,  the  wrong  direction,  and,  further, 
the  wrong  kind  of  bang.  When  you 
have  been  in  France  a  while,  you  soon 
become  an  expert  In  detecting  the  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  explosions,  just  aa  a 
trapper  reads  tracks.  I  looked  from 
tny  seat  through  an  opposite  window  of 
the  mesa  ovsr  to  the  golf  links  on  the 
crest  of  the  next  hill,  and  Just  as  I 
looked  up  went  a  huge  cloud  of  black 
smoke,  right  on  the  crest,  followed  by 
an  earth-shaking  explosion.  That  was 
enough  for  me,  and  we  made  a  move 
to  get  to  the  men — get  them  out  of 
the  huts,  scatter  and  Me  down. 


"I  grabbed  up  my  usual  pipe  as  I 
rushed  out  and  lighted  It  as  I  swung 
through  the  door.  Of  course,  one 
looked  up  at  once,  but  for  a  second  I 
could  see  nothing.  It  seemed  an  age. 
We  could  hear  them,  as  the  whols  at- 
mosphere was  pulsating  with  tha  hum 
of  Innumerable  engines.  Great  heav- 
ens, where  are  they?  All  of  a  sudden 
we  saw  them — one,  two,  three,  four, 
twelve,  fifteen,  alxteen — high  up— ten 
to  twelve  thousand  feet,  with  the  set- 
ting sun  Illuminating  tho  under  part  of 
the  planes.  They  glistened  like  sil- 
ver and  looked  for.  all  the  world  like 
some  delicate  white  moths.  But  you 
have  no  time  to  wonder  In  a  show  like 
this.  Fractions  of  a  second  mean 
men's  lives,  though  one  thought  passed 
through  my  mind,  that  it  waa  hard  to 
realize  that  these  filmy,  beautiful 
things  were  carrying  brutal,  so-called 
white  men,  whose  one  Idea — nay,  lust, 
waa  to  kill,  kill  anything,  anywhere,  so 
long  as  It  was  on  hated  English  soil. 
For  to  Judge  by  results  In  all  these 
shows.  It  is  the  women  and  babies  who 
get  It 

"The  planes,  aa  Is  usual,  seemed  to 
be  exactly  overhead;  as  a  matter  of 
foot  they  were.  I  Just  had  time  to 
think  that  chances  of  ever  finishing  my 
dinner  were  at  long  odds  when  there 
came  a  shrill  whistling,  hissing  noise, 
getting  louder  very  quickly.  It  was 
like  tho  escape  of  air  from  a  tire,  mag- 
nified a  hundredfold.  Bang!  In  France 
the  usual  thing  to  say  is,  'Where  did 
it  gor  but  there  was  no  need  to  say 
that  in  this  case,  as  it  fsll  on  the  hill- 
side about  1B0  yards  from  gs;  but, 
worse  luck,  right  In  line.  Now  for  it, 
I  thought.  If  you  have  any  luck,  you 
may  dodge  soma  brands  of  shells  and 
trench  mortars;  but  the  man  haa  not 
been  born  yet  who  can  dodge  an  aerial 
bomb.  And,  worse  still,  you  ars  and  do 
feel  helpless.  You  can't  light  back; 
there  is  nothing  to  occupy  your  atten- 
tion but  the  beastly  bomb. 

"Now,  look  out.  where  tha  devil  are 
they  going  to  land?  Ths  air  seems 
nothing  but  whistling  and  hissing. 
Bang!  bang!  two  on  the  parade  ground, 
one  at  the  top  of  the  main  camp  road. 
Hiss,  hiss,  whistle,  bang!  bang!  hang! 
bang! — four  of  them,  by  God's  mercy> 
Just  clear  of  the  bindings  on  the  other 
side  (one  fell  ft*  feet  from  me,  but  I 
only  got  a  scratch  through  my  hair- 
now  ws  call  It  a  'hair  raid'). 


I  picked  up  a  „  . 
af  It  Bfty  yaxda  away,  with  a  hole  la 
ovary  square  inch  af  tt.  Everything-  la 
— ■■>*■  1  picked  up  one  of  tha  fifty 
rtuca  with  aane  af  the  wood  aa  it. 
The  barrel  waa  bent  double  and  holes 
were  Mown  right  through  the  metal  of 
the  breach.  Blood  everywhere.  Wo 
carried  out  eight  poor  silent  forme:  alg 
had  only  been  there  tea  daya  from 
Canada.  m  the  same  place  sixteen 
others  ware  badly   Wouaded. 

"Fifty  yards  away  another  building 
waa  completely  destroyed,  but  fortun- 
ately it  was  an  armory.  The  escapes 
were  aa  exciting  as  the  accident*  a 
bomb  fell  Just  in  front  of  en  orderly 
room  door.  It  failed  to  explode,  so 
one  of  our- Tommies  rushed  up  and  lev- 
ered It  back  and  forwards  till  he  pulled 
It  out  of  the  ground.  He  waa  quite 
disgusted  when  told  that  It  was  too 
dangerous  a  souvenlor  to  carry  around 
or  send  to  his  beet  girl.  Of  course,  ha 
might  have  been  disintegrated  any  sec- 
ond. Another  lucky  escape  was  In  a 
camp  I  had  charge  of  and  out  of  which 
I  moved  about  a  thousand  men  only  an 
hour  before.  Two  torpedoes  fell  right 
In  the  middle  by  the  men's  kltchena. 
which  no  longer  exlat.  Tents,  kitchens, 
camp  kettles,  water  kettles,  water 
Pipes  all  went  to — well,  they  all  went. 
If  the  men  had  been  there  an  hour 
longer  we  ahould  have  lost  probably  a 
hundred. 

"I  have  since  visited  Folkestone.  Ths 
smashing  Is  not  to  be  compared  with 
the  effects  of  shell  nre  In  eome  of  the 
blggsr  French  towns  back  of  the  lines, 
but  It  Is  bad  enough.  And  It  Is  so  piti- 
ful. I  am  sending  ypu  a  paper  which 
gives  the  casualties  as  74  killed,  17ft 
wounded;  mind  you,  that  Is  for  the 
town  alons.  Ths  military  casualties 
are  about  50  dead  and  SO  wounded.  And 
then  there  are  the  other  places, 
wtifui  Boeaaa 

'When  you  seo  susses  carrying 
wounded  till  blood  runs  out  of  tho 
holes  in  the  floor,  a  sobbing  woman 
carrying  a  dead  baby,  a  small  child 
crying  for  a  dead  mother,  then  you 
feel  that  you  could  kill  with  your  hands 
the  first  Hun  you  meet.  If  I  am 
spared  through  thla  show  to  live  1n 
Victoria  again — If  anything  I  can  do 
will  prevent  it,  a  German  will  never 
denie    the    place    or    do    business    there 

*l»i!L And    lota   at others   fsol    the 

same  way. 

"You  may  think  that  all  this  Is  very 
dramatic,  but  I  have  deliberately  tried 
to  put  the  thing  before  you,  horrors 
and  all,  so  that  you  and  others  ft.000 
miles  away,  who  are  spared  these 
things,  may  even  dimly  reallaea  the 
manner  of  beast  we  are  fighting.  If 
history  repeats  Itself,  as  people  say  it 
does.  I  guess  St.  Paul  got  up  against 
the  Huns  at  Epheaus.  You'  remember 
what  he  says,  something  like  this:  'If 
after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  strug- 
gled with  beasts  at  Ephesus,'  etc,  etc. 
Frits  will  Fay  ta  Bad 

"We  soldiers  don't  love  these  things, 
but  ws  endure  it  as  a  part  of  our  call- 
ing. Hence  we  don't  mind  Frits  bomb- 
ing our  camps.  But  ws  do  draw  ths 
line  at  bombing  undefended  towns.  And 
he  does  It  deliberately.  This  Is  by  far 
the  worst  raid  yst,  and  doubtless  there 
are  more  And  worse  td  come.  But  they 
won't  affect  the  result  of  the  war,  al- 
though they  will  affect  the  terms  of 
peace  and  the  price  of  peace.  For 
Frits  will  have  to  pay  all  the  pen- 
sions, plus  ths  damage. 

"And  the  men,  how  did  they  endur* 
It!  Well,  although  many  of  them — In 
fact,  the  majority— were  green  and  re- 
cently over  here,  they  were  eplendld. 
I  watched  them.  Some,  not  reallsjitg 
the  awful  danger,  were  simply  looking 
at  it  like  a  sort  of  superior  circus; 
others  criticised  freely.  Yet  again, 
others  smoked  their  pipes  In  silence. 
But  there  'was  no  confusion  or  suspi- 
cion of  funk.  They  were  all  splendid 
— they  were  Canadians.  An  hour  after 
they  were  Joking  each  other  about  It. 

"And  so  ths  daylight  fades  Into 
gloaming  and  the  lights  spring  out. 
You  can  smell  the  wild  flowers  In  the 
valley  and  a  nightingale  Is  singing 
gently  In  a  tree  not  far  away.  Over 
In  the  sergeants'  mess  a  piano  Is  tink- 
ling and  they  are  playing  "Pack  Up 
Your  Troubles  in  Your  Old  Kit  Bag, 
and  Smile,  Smile,  Smile!'  Yes,  that's 
it — typical  of  ths  breed  that  stood  at 
Ypres  and  conquered  at  Vlmy.  You 
may  smash  ths  Canadians,  but  you 
can't  break  their  spirit."

"They  are  spreading  out  now.  Part 
of  the  bombs  sre  falling  In  the  ▼alley, 
but  straight  for  ths  nest  camp.

"Then  a  succession  of  bangs  and 
crashes  getting  further  away.  Mew 
they  must  be  over  Folkestone— there  la 
no  harm  in  tailing  yon  this  now,  as  the 
Germans  announced  it  In  their  report. 
Just  the  hour  of  the  day  when  people 
are  crowding  the  narrow  streets  on 
their  way  home  It  ta  horrible  to  think 
of,  and  every  new  bang  makes  even  a 
strong  man  who  Is  used  to  hell  la 
France  almoet  wince  All  I  can  think 
of  Is  to  hope  God  In  His  goodness  may 
protect   the   women   and   biddies. 

"Now  there  Is  a  freah  crescendo  of 
baagiag.  af  a  different  nature,  though. 
They  are  quick,  short,  angry  barks*  Tike 
a  peak  af  hounds  oa  a  panther.  I  geuld 
almost  cheer — If  I  were  Frenrh  I 
should  kles  another  man!  This  in 
whet  we  have  all  been  waiting  W— 
the  Hans  have  get  within  tha  reach  of 
ear  anti-aircraft  kattsrlea.  tattle 
fleecy  puffs  of  btsck  and  white  wool 
hang  In  the  sir  around  the  aft  a  ass.  That 
la  the  asu-apacft  bursting.  The  air  fleet 
sheers  a*  due  east  ewer  the  sea,  but  I 
fear  that  Its  hetefel  work  ta  eossftfate.

Admirart/Court  Adjourns,  and 
Mr,  Justice  Martin  .Will  An- 
nounce His  Decision  in  Dam- 
age Suits  Later  ~ 


In  the  Admiralty  Court,  at  Vancouver, 
Mr.  Juatlce  Martin  reserved  Judgment 
In  the  actions  brought  against  the 
C.  P.  O.  8.  liner  Empress  of  Japan,  and 
the  Q.  T.  P.  steamer  Prince  Rupert,  and 
the  court  waa  adjourned  sins  die. 

The  owners  of  the  oil-tanker  Belrldge 
were  the  plaintiffs  In  the  action  against 
the  Empress  of  Japan.  The  action 
arose  out  of  a  collision  off  Trial  Island 
In  a  snowstorm  on  December  81  last, 
in  which  both  vessels  were  damaged. 
It  Is  alleged  by  tho  owners  of  ths  Bel- 
rldge that  the  Empress  of  Japan,  which 
had  Just  left  Victoria  en  route  to  Van- 
couver, waa  proceeding  too  swiftly  In 
tho  'blinding  snowstorm,  snd  could  not 
avert  collision  with  the  Belrldge,  which 
was  proceeding  at  two  knots  an  hour, 
with  her  whistle  blowing.  Mr.  E.  C. 
Mayers,  of  Victoria,  appeared  for  the 
belrldge,  and  Mr.  3.  E.  McMullen  for 
tho  Empress  of  Japan. 

In  tbs  action  against  the  Grand 
Trunk  steamer  Prince  Rupert,  the  claim 
was  made  by  the  owners  of  tho  tug 
Cleeve  for  ll.leA  damages  arising  out 
of  tho  collision  between  the  two  craft 
off  the  Grend  Trunk  dock  at  Vancou- 
ver, on  January  4.  Mr.  C.  M.  Wood- 
viorth  appeared  for  the  Cleeve,  and  Mr. 
C.  B.  MacaeUI.  K.  C.  for  the  rr lace  Ru- 
pert. 


The  Smoks 
Sir. — In  reading  in  your  Iseue  of  June 
JUL  of  the  petition  which  the  residents 
of  the  smoke  laden  residences  of  Vic- 
toria have  recently  submitted  to  the 
aldermen,  appealing  to  them  to  do 
something  to  clear  the  atmosphere,  the 
following  article  from  a  Chicago  paper 
apeaka  for  itself! 

"Health  .and  engineering  experts  re- 
cently presented  some  striking,  rathei 
startling  statistics  to  the  health  com- 
mittee of  the  common  council  of  Chi- 
cago. The  experts  were  arguing  for 
measures  and  methods  In  abatement  of 
tho  smoke  evil,  and  eatimated  the  year- 
ly damage  chargeable  to  smoke  st  $18.- 
ooo.ooo,  or  about  IS  for  each  man,  wo- 
man and  ohild  in  Chicago. 

"Tho  method  of  computing  thia  huge 
expenao  bill  la  simple.  The  experts 
charge  up  a  large  portion  of  the  expense 
of  lung  and  other  illness  bills  to  smoke 
laden  air.  The  clinch  their  argument, 
these  experts  produced  samplea  of  lunge 
blackened  and  carbonised  through 
breathing  amoky  atmosphere  for  years. 
and  added  the  testimony  of  medical  men 
to  the  effect- that  the  constant  Infiltra- 
tion of  smoke  and  dirt  makes  the  lungs 
suscepvble  to  tuberculosis,  pneumonia, 
bronchitis,  and  similar  diseases,  snd 
that  smoks  filled  air  Is  responsible  foi 
tho  high  mortality  of  persona  between 
the  m$t  of   40  and   SO   years.' 

Whether  this  sxpert  testimony  bo  ac- 
cepted at  face  value  of  not,  it  is  un- 
deniable that  modern  cities  must  take 
measures  to  protect  tho  air  ss  well  ss 
the  food  and  water  supplies,  snd  ths 
alley  and  sswer  and  housing  conditions. 
Pure  food,  pure  water,  sanitary  bomss, 
and  perfect  sewersge  conditions  are 
useless  In  keeping  the  public  healthy  In 
poisonous  atmosphere.  And  the  teak  of 
purifying  the  air  is  not  an  Impossible 
or  Utopian  one.  It  la  practical  from 
any  angle.

To  Builders 


Tradition  and  the  exigencies  of  his 
position  Impose  a 'lonely  sort  of  exist- 
ence1 on  the  captain  of  a  warehip.  Amid 
the  donas  population  of  the  floating 
atoel  island  over  which  he  rules  with 
autocratic  sway  the  captain  lives  a  Ufa 
of   solitude. 

Other  officers,  according  to  their  rank, 
may  enjoy  the  good  comradeship  of  the 
wardroom  or  the  merry  round  of  the 
care-free,  fear-free.  Irrepressible  gun- 
room. In  hla  apartments  astern  hd 
lives  In  almost  royal  Isolation,  with  a 
■entry  "on  the  door,"  and  surrounded 
by  such  difficulties  of  approach  aa 
hedge  about  a  king. 

Within  certain  limits  ha  Is  a  king 
more  autocratic  In  his  tiny  realm  than 
are  many  monarchs  who  wear  their 
crowns  ashore.  Part  of  the  suarter- 
deok  la  hla  royal  pleaeuance.  In  harbor 
the  starboard  side,  at  sea  the  weather 
side  of  It  are  reserved  for  him  by  ages- 
old  custom.  No  one  else  may  tread 
there  while  the  captain  remains  "on 
deck." 

He  mar  Invite'  the  commander  or  one 
of  the  non-exoeutlve  officers  to  "take 
a  turn"  with  him,  or  he  may  elect  to 
pace  up  and  down  alone.  That  falls  out 
as  the  captain  wills  It.  But  no  one  dare 
venture  Into  "the  owner's"  preserve  un- 
less asked  to  do  so.  ■  The  captain  has 
his  awn  clerk  and  his  own  staff  of  ser- 
vants from  steward  to  coxswain.  Like- 
wise his  own  boat.  In  the  bows  of  which 
his  pennant  flutters  from  a  silver-top- 
ped staff  whenever  the  captain  "goee 
away"  In  her  upon  any  kind  of  cere- 
monial errand. 

And  whenever  the  captain  enters  or 
leaves  hie  ship  he  le  "piped  over  the 
side."  This  practice  surVlvee  from  tha 
old  "square-rigged"  days  when  the  cap- 
tain used  to  be  hoisted  In  and  out  In 
a  boatswain's  chair  (a  ptesa  of  flat 
board  stretched  between  two  ropes),  and 
the  pipes  signalled  the  sallora  when  to 
heave  and  when  to  "vast  heaving."  Now 
"the  owner"  cornea  and  goes  by  way  of 
tho  companion  ladder,  but  the  boat- 
swain's  mates  fall  In  and  blow  a  shrill 
crescendo  on  their  pipes  all  the  same. 
Just  one  of  the  little  ceremonial 
touches  this  which  make  naval  life  ouch 
a  faaclnating  blend  of  the  plctureaque 
and  tha  practical. 

Often  the  captain  will  invite  one  of 
the  midshipmen  to  breakfast  with  him 
of  have  one  of  the  senior  officers  as  hie 
guest  In  ths  evening.  Occasionally,  too, 
tha  wardrobe  entertains  "the  skipper" 
at  dinner,  but  these  little  social  ex- 
changes rather  emphasise  the  atmos- 
phere of  solitude  in  which  he  lives.  Be- 
ing responsible  for  ths  ship,  especially 
the  lighting  of  her  In  action,  the  captain 
has  provided  for  him  a  sleeping  cabin 
.on  the  bridge  so  that  he  can  remain  al- 
Vays  at  his  post  In  times  of  stress— and 
he  doea  this. 

In  a  general  way,  he  comes  but  sel- 
dom Into  direct  contact  with  the  crew. 
Sunday  morning  he  inspects  them  at 
divisions.  Once  a  week  he  "sees  de- 
faulters.'* or  in  other  words  holds  a 
kind  of  polio*  court.  The  commander 
can  deal  out  minor  punishments,  hut  it 
la  the  captain  who  exercises  "the  High 
JustfBe.  the  Middle,  and  the  Low,"  All 
really  serious  offenders  must  come  be- 
fore him,  and  he  hen  the  power  of  in- 
flicting sentences  up  to  ninety  days'  im- 
prisonment. 

Then  once  each  week  he  "sees  request 
men" — that  is.  men  who  have  favors  to 
ask.  Some  captains  may  not  have  the 
Judicial  faculty  very  wejl  developed, 
though,  on  the  whole,  both  "crimes"  and 
"requests"  are  fairly  and  considerately 
dealt  with.  Over  the  careers  of  officers 
and  men  under  him  the  captain  has  a 
Itfe-and-death  power  to  make  or  mar. 
Knowing  this,  his  subordinates  are  care- 
ful not  to  disobey  'the  old  man,"  and 
thus  discipline  le  maintained. 

The  saying  runs  that  as  soon  as  a 
lieutenant  is  mad*  commander  he  be- 
gins to  carry  a  stick,  and  as  soon  as  a 
commander  becomes  a  captain  he  "turns 
rollgiouo."  For  Justification  of  th*  lat- 
ter part  Of  this  assertion  there  exists 
the  undoubted  fact  that  naval  captains 
are  moatly  aerloue-mlndod  men  who  give 
some  thought  to  the  greater  things  or 
life.  Possibly  their  hours  of  loneliness 
may  conduce  ta  this  frame  of  mind, 
though  for  the  moat  part  their  leisure 
hours  are  given  up  to  study  of  matters 
connected  with  their  calling.  On*  well- 
known  captain  there  was  who  ueed  to 
hold  prayer  meetings,  which  any  mem- 
ber of  the  ship's  company  could  attend. 
"Remember  there  are  no  rates  to  be 
picked  up- here,"  the  captain  would  warn 
them  before  the  meetings  started. 
meaning  that  anyone  who  came  there 
hoping  to  curry  favor  and  thus  get  p.o- 
•notten  would  he  disappointed.  And  In 
this  th*  captain  was  always  as  good  aa

Marr  Bathmann  Hottweg  hew  eheaged 
hla  tone  and  Ma  demeanor  elnce  laat 
Chrlatmaa.  whan,  in  tha  Ul-Sttlng  rohaa 
of  a  beneficent  conqueror,  he  threw  a 
German  peace  to  hla  anemias,  aa  a  man 
anight  throw  a  cruet  to  a  dog. 

Today  he  la  at  greater  peine  to  recon- 
cile tha  factions  warring  in  Prueala 
than  to  offer  terms  to  England  and 
France  and  their  Alllea.  Ho  frankly 
admlta  that  ha  sees  no  reedineaa  for 
peace  on  our  part,  aa.  Indeed,  be  doee 
not,  and  ho  framed  not  a  elngle  aen- 
tenee  which  wa  may  not  accept  aa  of 
good  augury  for  tha  future. 

There  ha  stands,  huatled  thia  way 
and  that  by  two  bitterly  oppoaed  par- 
tlaa.  On  tha  one  hand,  Harr  8chel de- 
man  n  and  hla  friend*  demand  a  mutual 
understanding.  On  tha  other,  the  Junk- 
erg  clamor  that  the  .  Chancellor  ahall 
not  divulge  hla  war  alma,  lest  he  claim 
something  lesa  than  the  whole  world. 
And  the  Chancellor  recognlaoe  that  hla 
only  chanea  of  remaining  in  office  la  to 
praaerve  a  atony  alienee. 

Even  If  ho  had  a  plan  he  would 
lock  It  up  In  hla  braaat,  alnce  he  cannot 
afford  to  offend  Herr  Ledebour,  who 
hints  at  revolution,  or  tho  Pan-Qer- 
mans,  who  will  be  content  with  nothing 
lean  than  all  Belgium  and  Northern 
France  aa  far  aa  tha  mouth  of  tha 
Homme  with  Verdun  and  Belfort  thrown 
in.

Harr  Bathmann  Hollweg  speaks  in-  a 
far  mora  modaat  voice  than,  that  to 
which  ha  once  tried  to  aecuatom  u*. 
Tha  war  which  three  yeara  ago  waa 
to  ba  tha  owlft  inatrument  of  Germany's 
glory  la  now  "an  Insane  slaughter  of 
nations."  Who  willed  tha  inaanlty,  Mr. 
Chancellor,  who  willed  It?  We  all  re- 
member tha  manifold  benefits  which 
Europe  waa  promised  at  th'a  outaet. 
"Our  might  shall  create  a  new  law  In 
Europe/'  screamed  Harden.  "Germany 
la  atrlklng."  When  aha  haa  won  naw 
domains  for  her  genius  tha  prieathooda 
of  all  tha  coda  will  praise  the  good 
war." 

Tha  good  war,  Indeed!  It  ia  now  In- 
sane slaughter,  merely  because  tha 
nuns  have  not  aalaad  with  thair  blood- 
stained hands  tha  dominion  of  tha 
world.  Not  oven  Harr  Harden  calls  It 
"good"  now,  nor  tha  egregious  Ostwald 
who  in  tha  first  flush  of  victory  lament- 
ed that  "unhappily  tha  time  ia  not  yat 
sufficiently  developed  to  establish  peace 
In  a  paaoaful  way,"  and  who  proved  hla 
eaay  command  of  tho  actentlflc  method 
by  announcing  that  English  policy  alone 
counteracted  "tha  eminently  peaceful 
i  sentiment  Of  tha  greatest  part 
of  tha  people,  and  especially  of  tha  Gar- 
man   Emperor." 

•hart  Cat*  to  Victory 
Thay  do  not  hold  thla  arrogant  lan- 
guage today.  Tha  fanatics  ara  cured  of 
their  fanaticism.

Our  own  discussion  upon  the  alma  of 
the   war,   heard    in   the    House   of  Com- 
mona,    waa    at    once    more    candid    and 
mora    clearly    defined    than    tha    vague 
murmuring*    of    Herr    Bathmann    Holl- 
weg.    Though   It  opened  under  the  ma- 
lign Influence  of  Mr.   Snowden   It  ended 
In  a  unanimous  approval  of  that  which 
we  mean  to  attain.     Since  the  beginning 
of  the  war  our  purpose  haa  neither  wav- 
ered nor  changed.    We  demanded  repar- 
ation   and   Indemnity   then,   and    we   de- 
mand   reparation*    and    indemnity    now. 
Before  Germany  la  permitted  to  roaume 
her    peaceful    occupations,    Belgium   and 
Northern     France     muat    be    built     up 
again   and   put   into   the   same   poaitlon 
of  proeperlty  and  eaae  which  they  en- 
joyed   before    the    horde    of    barbariana 
overran  tbam. 

Whatever  happens  Germany  shall  not 
attempt  to  steal  the  trade  of  the  world 
while  her  adverearlee  are  repairing  the 
damage  which  her  wllfulnees  and 
cruelty  have  done.  And  for  thla  eame 
reaeon  all  the  shlpe  which  tha  U-boata 
have  aunk  In  their  piracy  shall  be  re- 
placed by  the  plratea  themeelvea. 
About  theee  alma  we  have  not,  wa 
never  had,  any  doubt.  And  the  same 
penalties  which  Oermany  ahall  pay  to 
Franca  and  Belgium  ahe  ahall  payalao 
to  Serbia  and  Montenegro  and  Rou- 
manla.  Nor  la  that  all.  France  and 
Italy  anall  recover  the  provlncee  which 
have  been  wrested  from  them,  and  Ger- 
many ahall  dever  again  have  the  chance, 
which  In  tha  past  ahe  haa  never  neglect- 
ed, of  Ill-treating  the  native  races  of 
Africa  and  the  Southern  Seas. 

We  may  be  grateful,  therefore,  to 
Mr.  Snowden  for  having  given\  Lord 
Robert  Cecil  an  opportunity  of  explains 
lng  to  the  world  tha  goal  which  the 
Allied  nations  Intend  to  reach.  And 
now  that  we  aee  atratchlng  before  ua 
the  long,  white  road  of  victory,  we  may 
turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  rumors  of  peace 
and  resolutely  get  on  with  the  war. —

The  National  Association  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  trade  la  France  haa  publish- 
ed the  following  article  la  Nouvellea  da 
France: 

"Certain  industries  are  absolutely  la- 
diapenaable  to  tha  Independence  of  a 
country.  They  ara  all  tha  more  ao  when 
they  govern  the  Ufa  of  other  tndnatrlea. 
They  ara  what  the  Britten  call  master- 
keys'   to  Industries. 

Now  one  of  the  moat  Important  of 
thaae  la  the  Industry  of  coloring  mat- 
tera.  Wa  know  the  immense  Import- 
ance of  tha  role  which  coloring  ex- 
tracts from  coal  tar  haa  played  la  •vry 
textile  industry  and  In  tha  manufacture 
of  a  large  variety  of  goods. 

"Thia  Industry  waa  In  a  rudimentary 
state  in  France  before  the  war.  The  col- 
oring factories  which  then  existed  ware 
for  the  greater  part,  branches  of  Gar- 
man  firms  which  ware  operated  aa  mare 
temporary  expedients.  Thia  constituted 
a  situation  whoae  perils  have  baan  re- 
vealed by  tha  war,  and  which  we  ara 
now  obliged  to  face.  We  can  only  ad- 
mire the  spirit  of  the  French,  who 
amldat  tha  amoka  of  battle  have  un- 
dertaken to  aolra  a  problem  ao  menac- 
ing to  thair  national  economic  life.  Tha 
studies  to  which  they  have  devoted 
themeelvea  have  rcaulted  quite  recently 
in  the  creation  of  a  national  company 
for  the  manufacture  of  coloring  mat- 
ters. 

"The  succeaa  of  the  latter  haa  been 
all  the  more  remarkable  alnca  the  for- 
mation of  thia  new  company  took  place 
following  a  state  loan,  which  exceeded 
all   hopea. 

"The  National  Company  haa  for  Ua 
aim  the  supplying  of  the  French  mar- 
ket, that  ia  to  aay,  to  furnish  the  30 
minions  of  franca  worth  of  coloring 
matters  for  which  tha  French  ware 
tributaries  of  Germany.  They  hope  alao 
to  enter  Into  competition  in  tha  markets 
of  the  world  with  producta  from  be- 
yond the  Rhine,  at  leaat  in  respect  to 
certain  dye-stuffs  which  Franca  la  in  a 
better  po'altion  to  produce.  Franca  Bnda 
herself  In  a  particularly  favorable  situ- 
ation it  regard  to  indigo;  ahe  can  make 
from  20  to  26,000  tone  a  year  of  it, 
which  largely  exceeds  her  consump- 
tion. 

"The  factories  of  the  National  Com- 
pany altuated  at  Rouen  have  been  con- 
ceived on  a  scale  of  vaat  proportions; 
they  cover,  with  the  annexes,  an  area 
of  no  leas  than  200  hectares  (about  410 
acrea).  At  tha  aame  time  aa  thla  naw 
company  haa  baan  formed  (whoae 
sphere  of  action  promises  to  ba  ex- 
tremely powerful  aeeing  tha  capital  en- 
gaged), the  existing  Industries  have 
alao  aeen  flt  to  increase  their  means  of 
production.  At  Lyons  a  syndicate  back- 
ed by  strong  financial  support,  ia  about 
to  start  up  three  large  factories  for 
the  treatment  of  by-products  and  finish- 
ing works  in  the  valley  of  the  Rhone. 
Moreover,  in  this  aame  region  the  So- 
ciety of  Manufacturera  of  the  Rhone 
hae  taken  a  considerable  step  forward. 
At  St.  Denia  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Products  haa  increased  Ita  plant  and  ita 
capacities  of  production. 

"Finally,  seven  finishing  factoriea  are 
now  actually  Buffering  owing  to  want  of 
by-products  which  have  been  requisi- 
tion for  the  aervlce  of  powder,  but 
they  give  tha  fairest  hopea  for  tha 
future. 

"This  growth  permits  ua  to  foresee 
that  at  the  and  of  the  war  French  in- 
dustry will  be.  able  not  only  to  aupply 
her  Interior  market,  but  that,  In  regard 
to  artificial  colorants  ahe  will  clearly 
become  an  exporter.  Tha  future  of  thla 
production  la  faahionlng  itself  tharafora 
under  the  moat  favorable  auspices,  aa 
well  for  by-products  as  for  finished  pro- 
ducts. 

"The  enormous  lead  which  Germany 
had  gained  in  the  manufacture  of  color- 
ing mattera  aaaured  her  of  a  practical 
monopoly.  Her  annual  production  var- 
ied from  300  to  400  millions  of  marks, 
and  the  amount  of  her  exports  alone 
In  1913  waa  valued  at  293  millions.  The 
formidable  development  of  her  factoriea 
would  permit  of  her  supplying  the 
wants  of  the  whole  world.  The  capital 
which  thla  industry  represents  la  nom- 
inally only  250  millions,  but  a  milliard 
If  wa  take  Into  account  the  value  of 
the  shares  aa  quoted  on  the  stock  ex- 
change in  July,  1914. 

"France.  England,  the  United  states. 
Russia,  Japan  and  China  were  the 
greatest  customers  of  Germany. 

"But  each  of  theee  countries  fallow- 
ing the  example  of  France  haa  estab- 
lished a  coloring  Induatry  of  Ita  own. 
and  Germany  will  And  a  considerable 
falling  off  In  her  field  of  asportation 
after  tha  war.  Bach  of  the  countries 
which  haa  had  to  struggle  against  her 
haa  been  obliged  to  establish  an  Indua- 
try of  Ita  own  for  tha  manufacture  of 
explosives,  and  aa  the  principal  ma- 
terials uaed  In  the  manufacture  of  ex- 
plosives are  the  aame  aa  thoae  uaed  in 
the  manufacture  of  colorants,  the  peace- 
ful opportunity  of  the  factoriea  for 
carrying  en  tha  war  will  naturally  ba 
thair  utilisation  for  tha  manufacture  of 
the  different  colorants. 

"In  the  main,  tha  German  Industrial 
method  poaaeaaaa  neither  originality  nor 
novelty.  It  consists  In  a  conscientious 
application  of  the  beat  aolentlflc  pro- 
cesses which  tha  division  of  labor  and 
production  in  large  quantities  renders 
mere  economical.  It  will  ba  eaay  tor 
tha  Alllea  to  follow  Germany  npen  her 
own  grounds.  Since  the  war,  England 
haa  created  a  company  with  a  capital  of 
10  millions  of  franca,  tha  half  of  which 
haa  been  contributed  by  tha  Govern- 
ment for  the  manufacture  of  explosives; 
It  la,  henceforth,  certain  that  thla  coun- 
try which  la  a  great  producer  of  coal, 
of  coal-tar.  and  of  benxlne  will  ba  able 
to  free  herself  In  the  future  from  the 
German  Induatry.  Since  the  war  the 
Engllah  factoriea  have  trebled  their 
production.  When  paaoe  comae  It  will 
be  aeceeaery  to  Sad  markets  to  abeorb 
tha  axeaaa  of  thla  Important  manufac- 
ture. England  la  already  looking  to- 
warde  China,  which  la  a  large  importer 
at  dye  etna's,  and  perhaps  Oersaaay  win 
suffer  a  oonelderable  diminution,  from 
thte  fact,  la  the  enormoae  volume  Of 
her  buataeaa  la  the  Far  Seat.
